All this Winter, though there was War be- 
tween the Argives and Epidanrians, yet was there 
no ſet Battle, but only Ambuſhes and Skirmiſhes, 
wherein was ſlain on both ſides, ſuch as it chanced.

both Corn and other Proviſion whatſoever they 
could buy for Money, and ſo returned and lay 
ſtill, And the Athenians from thenceforth kept 
aà better Watch. And fo this Summer ended. 
The Winter following, the Lacedemonians being , 
about to enter with their Army into the Territo- 
ry of the Argives, when they perceived that the 
Sacrifices which they made on the Border for their 
Paſſage, were not acceptable, returned. And the 
Argives, having ſome of their own City in Suſpi- 
cion, in regard of this Deſign of the Lacedamoni- 
ans, apprehended ſome of them, and ſome eſcaped. 
About the ſame time the Meliaus took another 
part of the Wall of the Athenians, they that 
kept the Siege being then not many. But this 
done, there came afterwards freſh Forces from 
Athens, under the Conduct of Philocrates the Son 
of Demeas. And the Town being now ſtrongly 
beſieged, there being alſo within ſome that prac- 
tiſed to have it given up, they yielded themſelves 
to the Diſcretion of the Athenians, who flew all 
the Men of Military Age, made Slaves of the 
Women 'and: Children, and inhabited the place

© have not reciprocally aided us. For e took them 


not into League, that they ſhould come hither 


with their Aids, but that by troubling our -Ene- 
mies there, they might hinder them from coming 


© hither againſt, us. And the way whereby we, 


and whoſoever elſe hath Dominion, hath gotten 
it, hath ever heen the chearful ſuccouring of theie

Hiermocrates, and feared the event. But Athenagora, 
who was Chief Magiſtrate of the People, andat that 
time moſt powerful with the Commons, ſpake as

<T TE is either a Coward, or not well affected to 
1. 1 © the State, whoſoever he be that wiſheth 
che Athenians not ſo mad, as coming hither to fall 
into our Power. As for them that report ſuch 
_©'things as theſe, and put you into fear, tho? I won- 
der not at their boldneſs, yet I wonder at their 
© folly, if they think their ends not ſeen. For they 
that are afraid of any thing themſelves, will put 
the City into a fright, that they may ſhadow their 
. © own. with the Common fear. And this may the 
. © Reports do at- this time, not raiſed by chance, but 
© framed on purpoſe, by ſuch as always trouble the 
State. But if you mean to deliberate wiſely, make

ting of all ſorts, upon the Report of evil Men, ap- 
rehended very good Citizens, and caſt them into 
riſon. Chooſing rather to examine the Fact and 
find the Truth by Torments, than that any Man, 
how. good ſoever in Eſtimation, being once accuſed, 
For the People having by Fame underſtood that 
the Tyranny of Piſif#atus and his Sons was heavy 
in the latter end; and withal, that neither theme - 
ſelves, nor Hur modi us, but the Lacedemonians over- 
threw it, were ever fearful, and apprebended every 
thing ſuſpiciouſly. . 
For the Fact of Ariſtogiton and Harmodins was 
undertaken upon an accident of Love, Which un- 
folding at large, I hall make appear that neither 


any other, not the Athenians themſelves report any © 


Certainty, either of their own Tyrants,- or of the 
Fact. For the old Piffratus dying in the Tyranny, 
not Hipparcbns, (as the moſt think) but Hippias, 
who was the eldeſt Son, ſucceeded in the Govern- 
ment, Now Hzrmodius, a Man in the flower of 


| his Youth, of great. beauty, was in the power of 


one Ariſtogiton, a Citizen of a middle Condition, 
that was his Lover. This Harmodius having been 
ſollicited by Hipparchns the Son of Pififtratis;\and 
not yielding, diſcovered the ſame unto &7fopitos, 
He apprehending it (as Lovers uſe): with a great 
deal of 1 and fearing the power of _ 
-parchns, left he ſhould take him away by force, 
fell preſently as much as his comition would pet. 
mit, to a conttiving how to pull down the Tyran- 
ny. In the mean time Hipparcbus having 3 again 
attempted ZHarmodins, and not prevailed, in , _ 
. thoug 
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i forfooth he did it not for that cauſe, to do him 
ſome diſgrace. For neither was the Government 


otherwiſe heavy till then, but carried without 
their evil Will. And to ſay the truth, theſe Ty. 
rants held Vertue and Wiſdom in great account for 


a long time; and taking of the Athenians but a 
twentleth part of their Revennes, adorned the Ci- 
ty, managed their Wars, and adminiſtred their 
_ Religion worthily, In other points they were 

governed by the Laws formerly eſtabliſhed, ſave 
that theſe took a care ever to prefer to the Magi- 
ſtracy, Men of their own adherence, And amongſt 
many that had the annual Office of Archon, Pi. 


'  Ffratus alſo had it, the Son of Hippias, of the 


lame name with his Graadfather, Who alſo when 
he was Archon, dedicated the Altar of the twelve 


Gods in the Market-place, and that other in the 


Temple of Apollo Pythins. And tho? the People of 
Athens, amplifying afterwards that Altar which 
was in the Market-place, thereby defaced the In- 
ſcription, . yet that upon the Altar that is in the 
Temple of Apollo Pythius, is to be ſeen ſtill, tho 
in Letters ſomewhat obſcure, in theſe Words.

And that Hippias being the elder Brother, had 
the Government, I can affirm, as knowing it by a 


more exact relation than other Men. And it may 


de known alſo by this, It appears that of all the 
legitimate Brethren, this only had Children, as 5 
both ſignified by the Altar, and alſo by that Pillar 
Which for a Teſtimony of the Injuſtice of the hs 
;rants, was erected in the Atheman Cittadel. In 


which there is no mention of any Son of Theſſalu, 


though not to offer him violence, yet in ſecret, as | 
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unworthy the honour, This was taken heavi

of ger oops: For it is probable that the eldeſt 
was firſt married, and in the forepart of the Pillar, 


his name after his Fathers, was the firſt; not with; 


out reaſon, as being both next him in age, and hav- 


ing alſo enjoyed the Tyranny. Nor indeed could. 
Hippias have eaſily taken on him the Government 


on a ſudden, if his Brother had 5 of the 


Tyranny, and he been the ſame day to ſettle it 
on himſelf. Whereas he retained the ſame with 
abundant ſecurity both for the cuſtomary fear in the 
People, and diligence in the Guard; and was not 
to ſeek, like a younger Brother, to whom the Go- 
vernment had not continually been familiar. But 
Hipparchus came to be named for his Misfortune, 
and thereby grew an Opinion afterwards, that he 


was alſo Tyrant. e | 
This Harmodzns therefore that had denied his 
Suit, he diſgraced, as he before intended. For 


' when ſome had warned a Siſter of his, a Virgin, to 


be preſent, to carry a little Basket in a Proceſſion, 
they rejected her-again when ſhe came, and ſaid that 
they had never warned her at all, 3 4 
Harnodius; but Ariſftogiton for his ſake, _ 2 
more exaſperated than he. Whereupon with the 
reſt of the Conſpirators he made all things ready 
for the execution of the deſign. Only, they were 
to ſtay the time of the ide cf led the great 
Fanat henaa, upon which day only, ſuch Citizens as 
lead the Proceſſion, might without Sufpicion be 
armed in good number. And they were to begin 
the Fact themſelves, but the reſt were to help them 
againſt the » Halberdiers. 3 
Now the Conſpirators for their ſecurity, were 
not many; for they hoped that ſuch alſo as were

they were diſcovered, an 
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not privy to it, if they ſaw it once undertaken} 
being upon this occaſion armed, would aſſiſt in the 
recovery of their own liberty. When this Holiday 
was come, Hippias was gone out of the City into 
the Place called Ceramicum, with his guard of Hal. 
berdiers, and was ordering the Proceſſion, how it 
was to go. And Harmodins, and Ariftogiton, with 
each of them a Dagger, proceeded to the Facł. But 
when they faw one of the Conſpirators familiarly 
talking with Hippias, (for Hippias was very affable 
to all Men) they were afraid, and believed that 
10 > diſc and muſt preſently have 
been apprehended. They reſolved therefore (if it 
Were poſſible). fo be revenged firft upon him that 
had done them'the wrong, and for whofe' ſake they 
had undergone all this danger; and furniſhed as 
they were, ran furiouſſy into the City, and 9 
Hipparchus at a Ponce called Leocorium, without all 
regard of themfelves, fell upon him, and with all 
tze anger In the World, one upon jealouſie, the 
other upon diſgrace, ſtrook Rad Ne him. Ari ſto- 
gitar, for the preſent, by means of the great con- 
fluence of People, eſcaped through the Guard, but 
taken e e was üngently handled ; but Har- 
modius was ſlain 1

The news being brought to Hippias in the : Cera- 
micum, he went not towards the place where the 
Fact was committed, but preſently unto thofe that 
Were armed for the ſolemnity of the Shews, and 
were far oft, that he might be with them before 
hey heard of it, and, compoſing his countenance as 
well as he 47 diſſemble the calamity, pointed 
to a certaiſi place, and commanded them to repair 
_ Thither without their Arms. Which they did ac- 
. eordingly, expecting that he Would have told them 
fomewhat. But having commanded his Guard to 
” A Srreet without the Walls of Athens. where they uſed 5 bury theit 
ſt ein in the Wars, Lit I, ſo named from KS, A Potter, or as Paul. fro 
bas gn. ä na Ms take 


take e Arms away, ve then fell preſently to 
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icking out of ſuch as he meant to queſtzon, and 
Thoſoever elſe was found amongſt them with 4 
agger: For with Shields and Spears to be in the 
head of the Proceſſion, was of Cuſtom. 
Thus was the Enterprize firſt unertahen upop 
quarrel of Love, and then upon a ſudden fear, 
lowed: this unadviſed adventure of Harmodins ang 


Ariſto iton. And after this time the Tyranny = 


grew ſorer to the Athenians than it had been before. 
And Hippias. ftanding more in fear, not only 
many of the Citizens to death, but alſo caſt his 
Eye on the States abroad, to lee ik he might get 
any ſecurity from them, in this alteration at home.

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' The People of Athens bearing this in mind, and MW 71 
remembring all that they had heard concerning # 
them, were extreamly bitter, and full of = jealouſie 1 
towards thoſe that had been accuſed of the Myſteries, y 
and thought all to have been done upon ſome Old fi 
garchial' or Tyrannical Conſpiracy. And whilt W £ 
they were paſſionate upon this ſurmife, many worn 2 
thy Men had already been caſt in Priſon, and yet h 
they were not likely ſo to give over, but grew daily W t! 
more ſalvage, and ſought to apprehend more ſtil, WF 
Whilſt they were at this paſs, a Priſoner that ſeem- WW t! 
ed moſt to be guilty, was perſwaded by one of his W 1 
fellow Priſoners to accufe ſome body whether it i: 
were true or not true, (for it is but conjectural on 
both ſides, nor was there ever then or after, any ne 
Man that could ſay certainly who it was that did 
the Deed) who brought him to it by telling him 
that tho' he had done it, yet he might be {ſure to 
Jave his own Life, and ſhould deliver the City from 
the preſent Suſpicion. And that he ſhould be more 
certain of his own ſafety, by a free Confeſſion, than 
by coming to his Trial if he denied it. Hereupon 
he accuſed both himſelf and others for the Mereurie, 
The People of Athens, gladly receiving the cer- 
tainty (as they thought) of the Fact, and having 
deen much vexed before, to think that the Conſpi- 
rators ſhould 2 never perhaps be diſcovered to their 
_ Maltitude, preſently ſet at liberty the Accuſer, and 
the reſt with him, whom he had not appeached, 
but for thoſe that were accuſed, they appointed 
Judges, and all they apprehended they executed, 
And having condemned to die ſuch as fled, they 
ordained a ſum of money to be given to thoſe that 
ſhould ſlay them. And tho' it were all this while 
uncertain, whether they ſuffered juſtly or ay Kai 
yet the reſt of the City had a manifefl eaſe for 
* The jealouſe and paſſionate fury of the People, in enquiring afcer th 
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reſent. But touching Alcibiades, the Athenians 9 
took it extręam ill, through the Inſtigation of his -Y 
Enemigs, the ſame that had oppoſed him before he 4 

And ſeeing it was certain (as they thought) 
for-the Mercuries, the other Crime alſo concerni 
the Myſteries whereof he had been accuſed, ſeeme

Por it fell out withal, whilſt the City was in a 
tumult about this, that an Army of the Lacedemo- 
nians was come as far as the Tfbyws, upon ſome de- 
ſign again{ the Bœotians, IP, SD 
| Theſe therefore they thought were come thither, 
net againſt the Beotzans, but by appointment of 
him, and that if they had not firſt apprehended the 
Perſons appeached, the City had been betrayed, 
And one night they watched all night long in their 
Ams in the Temple of Theſeus within the City, 
And the Friends of Alcibiades in rae, were at 
the ſame time ſuſpected of a purpoſe, to fet upon 
the People there; whereupon the Athemany alfo de- 
livered unto the-4rgive People thoſe * Hoſtages 
Which they held of theirs in the Iflands, tobe ſlain. 
And there were Preſumptions againſt Alcibiades on 
all ſides; in ſo much as purpoſing by Law to put 
him to death, they ſent, as I have ſaid, the Gally ;

command to thoſe that went, not to apprehend him,

alſo they ſeized) I ſay, the Atheman Generals to 
bring this their purpoſe to effect, contrived the 
matter thus: They ſend a Man of whoſe Fidelity 
they were well aſſured, and in the Opinion of the 
Hracuſſan Commanders, no leſs a Friend of theirs. 
This Man was a Catanean, and ſaid he came from 
Catana, from ſuch and ſuch whoſe names they knew, 
and knew to be the Remnant of their Well-willers 

in that City. He told them that the Athenians la 
every night within the Town, and far from their 
Arms, and'that if with the whole power of their 
City, at a day appointed, betimes in a Morning, 
they would come to their Camp, thoſe Friends of 
the Syracuſſans would ſhut the Athenians in, and ſet 
fire on their Gallies, by which means the Spraci- 
2 aſſaulting the Palizado, might eaſily win the 
mp. And that the Catanaaus that were to help 
chem herein were many, and thoſe he came from, 
Already prepared for it. . 
The Syracuſan Commanders having been alſo o· 
therwiſe encouraged, and having intended a pre- 
aration to go againſt Catana, tho? this Meſſenger had 
ot come, did ſo much the more unadviſedly be- 
Lieve the Man, and ſtraightways being agręed af 
the day on which they were to be there, fent him 
away. Pheſe Commanders (for by this time the 
Selinuntiant, and fome other their Confederates wer? 
come” ini) appointed the Syracufians univerſally to 
Net Aforwards by a Day. And when all their neceſ- 
Laries were in readineſs, and the day at hand in 
Which they were to be there, they ſet forwards to- 
ward Catana, and encamped the night following 
upon the banks of the River Simethus, in the Terr 
titory of the 'Legntines. The Atbeniaus upon ad; 
 Fertiſement that they were ſet forth, * with 
their whols' Army, both theinſelves, and {ſuch of 
the Siculi, and _ as went with them, and . 
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elk of the Army which flood foremoſt was ordered 
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aboard their Gallies and Boats in the beginning o 

the night, ſet ſail for Syracuſe. In the morning 

betimes, the Atheniansdisbarked over againſt Olyn- 
icum, to make their Camp. And the Syracufiar 


Horſemen, who were at Catana before the reſt, 
Finding the Camp riſen, came back to the Foot and 


told them. Whereupon they went altogether back 


to the aid of the City. In the mean time, the way 


the Syracuſians-had to go being long, the Athentans 
had pitched their Camp at leiſure in a place of ad- 
vantage, wherein it was in their own. power to 
— Battle when they liſt, and where, both in and 
before the Battle, the Syracuſſan Horſemen could 
leaft annoy them. For on one ſide there were Walls, 
and Houſes, and Trees, and a Lake that kept them 
off; on the other ſide ſteep Rocks; and having fel - 
led Trees hard by, and brought them to the Sea- 
fide, they made a Palizado both before their Gallies, 
and toward Da ſcon. And on that part that was moſt- 
acceſſible to the Enemy they made a Fort with 
ſtone, (the beſt they could find, but unwrought) 
and with Wood, and withal pulled down the Bridge 
of the River Anapus. OED © 

: Whilft this was doing, there came none to im- 
peach them from the City. The firſt that came 


| againſt them were the Syracufian Horſemen, and by 


And tho' at 
firſt they came up near unto the Camp of the Athe- 
nians, yet after, ſeeing the Athenians came not out 
againſt them, they retired again, and croſſing to

The next day the Athenians and their Confede- 
rates prepared to fight, and were ordered thus: 
The Argives and the Mantineaus had the right 
Wing, the Atheyians were in the middle, and the 
reſt of their Confederates in the other Wing.

Tents, ordered likewiſe by Eights, was caft into 
the form of a long ſquare, and commanded to ob- 


Ferve: diligently where the reſt of the Army waz 
An diſtreſs, and to make ſpecially thither. And in 
the midſt of theſe ſo arranged, were received ſuch as 
carried the Weapons and Tools of the Army. 
The Syraca am arranged their Men of Arms, who 


were Syracuſians of all Conditions, aud as many of 
their Confederates as were preſent, by ſixteen in 
File. They that came to aid them were chiefly 
the Selanuntians, and then the Horſemen of the Ge. 
Joans, about two hundred; and of the Camarinaam 
about twenty Horſemen, and fifty Archers. The

| pally for their better ſafety, as deſperate if they 
overcame not, and withal upon the by, that by 
helping the Athenians to ſubdue the Country of 
another, their own Subjection might be the eaſier. 
After they were come to handſtrokes, they foyght - 
long on both fides. But in the mean time there 
hapned ſome claps of Thunder and flaſhes of Light. 
ning, together with a great ſhower of Rain; in ſo 
much as it added to the fear of the Syracuſians that 
were now fighting their firſt Battle, and not fami · 
Har with the Wars; whereas to the other ſide that 
had more experience, the ſeaſon of the Year ſeemed 
to expound that Accident; and their greateſt feat 
Proceeded from the ſo long reſiſtance of their Ene. 
mies, in that they were not all this while over- 
come. When the Argives firſt had made the leſt 
Wing of the Syracufians to give ground, and after 
them the Athenians alſo had done the like to thoſe 
that were arranged againſt them, then the reſt of 
the Syracufian Army was preſently. broken and put 
to flight. But the Athenians purſued them not far, 
-(bacauſe the Syracufian Horſemen being many, and 
unvanquiſhed, whenſoever any Men of Arms ad: 
yvanced far from the Body of the Army, charged up- 
on them, and ſtill drove them in again) but having 
followed as far as ſafely they might in great Troops, 
they retired again, and erected a Trophy. The 
Syracuſians having rallied themſelves in the Helorind 
way, and recovered their Order as well as they 
could for that time, ſent a Guard into Olympicun, 


leſt the Atbeniaps ſhould take the Treaſure 9 
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and returned with the reſt of the Army into the 
City. The Athenians went not to aſſault the Tem- 
ple, but gathering together their dead, laid them 
upon the Funeral Fire, and ſtaid that night upon 
the place. The next day they gave Truce to the : 
$ ee e. to take up their dead (of whom and of 
their Confederates were ſlain about 260) and gather- 
ed up the bones of their -own. Of the Athenians 
and their Confederates there died about fifty. And 
thus, having rifled the bodies of their dead Ene- 
mies, they returned to Catana. For it was now © 
Winter, and to make War there they thought it 
yet unpoſſible, before they had ſent for Horſemen 
to Athens, and levied other amongſt their Confede- 
rates there in Sicily; to the end they might not be 
altogether over · maſtered in Horſe, and before 
they had alſo both levied Money there and received 
more from ' Athens, and made League with certain 
Cities which they hoped after this Battle would 
the more eaſily hearken thereunto; and before they 
had likewiſe provided themſelves of Victuals and 
other things neceſlary, as intending the next Spring 
to undertake Syracuſe again. With this mind they 
went to winter at Naxus and Catana. 8 88 15 
The Syracuſſaus, after they had buried their dead; 
called an Aſſembly, and Hermocrates the Son of 
Hermon, ' a Man not otherwiſe ſecond to any in 
Wiſdom and in War, both able for his Experience, 
and eminent for his Valour, ſtanding forth, gave 
them encouragement, and would not ſuffer them to 
be diſmaid with that which had happened. 
"Their Courage, he ſaid, was not overcome, though 
their want of Order had done them hurt. And yet 
in that they were not ſo far inferiour, as it was like 
ly they would have been. Eſpecially being (as one 
hey n ſw) home bred Artificers againſt the moſt ex- _ 
um, Wl perienced in the War of all the Grecians. [That they

treiſe of Diſcipline, in all reaſon they were to hau 
the" better of the Enemy. For Valour they had al. 
ready, and to keep: their Order, would: be learnt by 
Nuſt ice and both of theſe would: fill grow greater j 
Sri, by prattiſing with danger; and their Courage 
world grow bolder of it felf, upon the confidence! 
Sin. And for their (Generals they ought to \chooſh 
hem few and  ab;/olute, and to take an Oath nnto 
then, to let tbem lead the Army wbit ber ſoeuer they 
thought beſt. "Ry this means, both the things that 
require ſecrecy would the better be concealed; und all

The Syrucu uns, when they had heard hitn, de- 
_ Erved all that he adviſed, and elected three Gene 
Tale, Him, Heruclides the Son ef TLyſinachus, and 
Scauns the Son of Exegeftns. They tent alſo Am- 
baſfadors to Corinth and Laceda man, as well to ob- 
tain a ue with them, as alſo to perſwade the 
Lactdemontans to make a hotter War againſt the 
Athenians, and to declare themſelves in the qua- 
rel of the Syracuſians, thereby either to withdraw 
them from Sicily, or to make them the leſs able to 
ſend ſupply to their Army which was there already. 
The Athenian Army at Catana ſailed preſently 
to Mana to receive it by Treaſon. of forme withilz 
but the Plot came not to effect. For Alcibindeg 
when he was ſent for from his charge, being reſol Wa! 
ved to fly, and knowing what was to be done, dif- {Wen bl: 
covered the ſame to the Friends of the Syracuſiant If „

The Syracuſitns this Winter raiſed a Wall befots 
their lity, all» the length of the fide towards 
including Tymenttis, to the end, if they 


chanced to be beiten, they might not be fo eafily 
encloſed, as when they were in's nartower'ceripals. 
= they put a Guard into Aſegaru, and another in- 
plum, and made Palizadoes on the Sea-lide, 
atall the pleces of landing. And knowing that the 
Athenians winter'd at Nan u, they mürched with all 
the Power of the City unto Catana and after they 
had waſted the Territory and barat the Cabins and 
Camp where the Athen ans hed lodged before, re 
turned home.

Ambaſſadors: to 'Camarina, according to a League 
nade before in the time of Lache, to try if hy 
eonld win them to their ſide, they alſo ſent Am- 
baſſadors to oppoſe it.

The Camarineans ſtood thus affected; They bare 
good Will to the Athenians, ſave that they thought 
to ſubjugate Sicily; and were ever at Strife with 
the Syracnfians about their Borders. Vet becauſe 
they were afraid that the Syracuſfans that were 
near them might as well get the Victory as the 
other, they had both AY ſent them ſome 
few'Horfe, and alſo now reſolved for the future 
to help the Syracuſiaus, but underhand, and as 
ſparingly as was poſſible; and withal that they 
might no leſs ſeem to favour the Athenians than 
the Syracuſians, eſpecially after they had won a 
Battle, 'to give for the preſent an equal Anſwer 
unto both. So after Deliberation had they an- 
ſwered thus, That for as much as they that warred 
were both of them their Confederates, they thought 


it moſt agreeable. to their Oath, for the preſent to 
give aid to neither. And ſo the Ambaſſadors of 


both ſides went their ways: and the Syracuſſans 
made preparation for the War by themſelves. ; 
The Athenians being encamped at Naxns, treat- 
ed with the Siculi, to procure as many of them 
s they might to their ſide, Of whom, ſuch as 
inhabited the Plain and were ſubject to the Syracu- 
Hans, for the moſt part held off; but they that 
dwelt in the moſt Inland parts of the Iſland, being

ney. To thoſe. that held off, the Athenians went 
with their,, Army, and ſome they forced to come 
iu, and others they hindred from receiving the aid 
and Garriſons of the Syracufians. And having 
brought their Fleet from Naxus, where it had been 
all the Winter till now, they lay the reſt: of the 
Winter at Catana, and re- erected their Camp for.

they could, and made ready Bricks and Iron, and 
whatſoever elſe was neceſſary for a Siege, and 
every other thing they needed, as intending to 
fall in hand with the War early the next Spring. 
The Ambaſſadors of Syracuſe, which were {ent 
to Corinth and Lacedemon, as they failed. by; en- 
dea voured allo to move the Italians to a regaid of 
this Action of the Athenians, Being come to Co. 
rinth, they ſpake unto them, and demanded aid 
upon the Title of Conſanguinity. The Corit- 
 thijans having forthwith for their own part decreed 
chearfully to aid them, ſent alſo Ambaſſadors from 
themſelves along with theſe to Lacedamon, to help 
them to perſwade the Lacedemonians both to make 
2 more open War againſt the- Athemans at home, 
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and to ſend ſome Forces alſo into Sicil. 
Act the ſame time that theſe Ambaſſadors wert 
at Lacedamon from Corinth; Alcibiades was all 
there with his Fellow Fugitives; who preſentl 
upon their eſcape, paſſed over from Jhuria firſt u . n. 
Cyllene the Haven of the Eleans in a Ship, and %% ge

« much as T could inveigh againſt it, but of con. 
c feſſed Madneſs, nothing can be ſaid that is new) 
yet we thought it not ſafe: to change it, when 
« you our Enemies were ſo near us. Thus ſtands 
« the matter touching my own Accuſation. And 
concerning what we are to conſult of both you

not, hear it now. We made this Voyage into 
Sicily, firſt (if we could) to ſubdue the Sici lian; 
« after them, the Italians ; after them, to aſſay the 
Dominion of Carthage, and Carthage it ſelf. - I

c then next we would have undertaken Peloponue- 
© ſus, with the Acceſſion both of the Greek Forces

And n are now in Delibera - 
tion upon 4 matter of ſo extream Importance, 1 
pray you think not much to ſend an Army both 
into Sicily and Attica, as well to preferve the 
great matters that are there, with the preſence f 
a {mall part of your Force, as alſo to pull down 
the power of the Atbenians, both preſent and to 
come; and afterwards to dwell in ſafety your

forced, but voluntary, and with their good Affe- 
tion? Thus ſpake' ALCIBIAp Sl. 
And the Lacedenionians, tho' before this they had 
à purpoſe of their own accord, to fend an Army 
againft Athens, but had delayed and neglected it, 
yet when theſe Particulars were delivered by him, 
they were a great deal the more confirmed in the 
fame, conceiving that what they had heard, was from 
1 daß one that evidently knew it. In ſo much as they had 
1 ba et their minds already upon the fortifyingatDeceled, 
ee and upon the ſending. of ſome Succonrs into Sicily for 
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the preſent: And having aſſigned Gylippus the Son 
of Cleandridas unto. the Syracufan Ambaſſadors for 
chief Commander, they willed him to conſider both 
with them and the Corinthians, how beſt (for their 
preſent means) and with greateſt ſpeed, ome help 
might be conveyed unto them in Sicily. He there- 
upon appointed the Corinthians. to ſend him to 
Gallies preſently to Aſine, and to furniſh: the reſt 
they meant to ſend, and to have them ready to 
ſail when occaſion ſhould ſerve. This agreed upon, 
Mey departed from Laceda msn. | 
In the mean time the Gally arrived at Athens; 
which the Generals ſent home for Money and Horſe- | 
men. And the Atbenians upon hearing, decreed to 
ſend both Proviſion and Horſemen to the Army.

to Syca, and raiſefl. there a Wall, in Circle very 
quickly, ſo that they ffrook a Lexror into the S5 
fucuſſans with the Celerity of the Work. Who 
therefore coming forth, intended to have given 
them Battle, and no longer to have neglected the 
matter. But when the Armies were one ſet againſt 
the other, the Syracnſian Generals perceiving their 
own to be in diſarray, and not cally. to be imbat- 
teled, led them again into the City, ſave only a 
certain part of their Horſemen, which ſtaying, 
kept the Athenians from carry ing of Stone, and 
ſtragling far abroad from their Camp. But the 
Athemans with one Squadron of Men of Arms, to- 
gether with their whole number of Horſe, charged 
the Horſemen of the Syracuſiaus, and put them to 
flight. Of whom they ſlew a part, and erected a

Trophy for this Battle of Horſe. 


The next day the Athenians fell to work upon 
their Wall, to the Northſide of their cireular Wall, 
ſome building, and ſome fetch ing Stone'and Tim- 
ber, which they ſtill laid down toward the place 
called TVagilus, in the way by which the Walk 
mould come, with the ſhorteſt Compaſs from thè 
great Haven to the other Sea. The Syraci ſians, by 
the Perſwaſion of their Generals, and principally 
bi Hermoc rates, intended not to hazard Battle 
ith their whole power againſt the Athenians any 
Te; but thought fit rather in the way where the 
ltbenians were to bring their Wall, to raiſe 4 
wnter-Wall, which if they could but do, before 
Rs or Tycha. it was' a Temple of Forwune, part of the City of. 

6, 
the Wall of the Athenians came on, it would ex. 
clude their farther building. And if the Athenian 
| ſhould ſet upon them as they were doing it, they 
might ſend part of the Army to defend it, and pre. 
occupate the Acceſſes to it with a Palizado. And if 
they would come with their whole Army to hinder 1 
them, then muſt they alſo be forced to let their I 5" 
_ own Work ſtand ſtill. Therefore they came ont, 4 
and beginning at their own City, drew a eroſs i 
Wall beneath the circular Fortification of the the. 4 
mans, and ſet wooden Turrets upon it, made of the 
Olive Trees which they felled in the Ground be- 77 
longing to the Temple. The Athenian Navy was 7 
Not yet come abont into the great Haven from X 
Thapſus, but the Syracuſians were Maſters of the 
places near the Sea; and the Athenians brought Joo] 
their Proviſion to the Army from Thapſus by Land. 
The Syracuſians, when they thought both their 
Palizado and Wall ſufficient, and conſidering that 

the Athenians came not to impeach them in the oo 
Work, as they that feared to divide their Army, tho 
and to be thereby the more eaſie to be fought with» muy 
all, and that alſo haſted to make an end of their ; 
own Wall, wherewith to encompaſs the City, left 
one Squadron for a guard of their Works, and re- 
tired with the reft into the City. And the Athe- 
_ »ians cut off the Pipes of their Conduits, by which 
their Water to drink was conveyed under ground

into the Town, 
And having obſerved alfo, that about Noon the 
eee kept within their Teitts, and that ſome 
& them were alfo gone into the City, and that 
ſuch as were remaining at the Palizado kept but 
negligent Watch, they commanded three hundrel 
choſen Men of Arms, and certain others picked out 
and armed from amongſt the unarmed, to run ſud- 
. denly to that Counter-Wall of the Syracu fians. Th 
reſt of the Army divided in two, went one pat 


Id 
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with one of the Generals to ſtop the Succour which 
might be ſent from the City; and the other with 
the other General to the Palizado, next to the Gate 
of the Counter-Wall. The three hundred aſſaulted 
and took the Palizado; the Guard whereof forſak- 
ing it, fled within the Wall into the Temple 
ground, and with them entered alſo their Purſuers, 
but after they were in were beaten out again by the 
Syracufians, and ſome ſlain both of the Argives and 
Athemtans, but not many. Then the whole Army 
went back together, and pulled down the Wall, 
and. plucked up the Palizado, the Pales whereof 
they carried with them to their Camp, and erefed 
a Trophy. The next day the Athenians beginning 
at their circular Wall, built onwards to that Crag 
over the Mariſhes, which on that part of Epzpole, 
looketh to the great Haven, and by which the 
way to the Haven for their Wall to come through 
the Plain and Mariſh was the ſhorteſt. As this 
was doing, the Syracuſians came out again, and 
made another Palizad, „ beginning at the City, 
through the middle of the Mariſh, and a Ditch at 
the ſide of it to exclude the Athenians from bring» 
ing their Wall to the Sea. But the Athenians, when 
they had finiſhed their Work, as far as to the Crag, 
aſſaulted the Palizado and Trench of the Syracu ſſaus 
again. And having commanded their Gallies to be 
brought about from Thapſus into the great Haven of 
Hracuſa, about break of day, went ſtraight down - 
into the Plain; and paſling through the Mariſh, 
where the ground was Clay, and firmeſt, and partly 
upon Boards and Planks, won both the Trench and 
Palizado, all but a ſmall part, betimes in the Mor- 
ning, and the reſt not long after. And here alſo 
they fought, and the Victory fell to the Athenians. 
The Syracuſians, thoſe of the Right Wing, fled to 
the City; and they of the Left, to the River. The 
three' hundred choſen Athenians, deſiring to cut off 
2 Tf 
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their Paſſage; marched at high ſpeed towards the 
Bridge; hut the Syracuſſaus fearing to be prevent. 
ed (for moſt of! the Horſemen were in this number) 
ſet upon theſè three hundred, and putting them to 
flight. drove them upon the Right-Wing of the 
Atbenfans, and following, affrighted alſo the fore. 
moſt Guard of the Wing. Lamachus ſeeing this, 
came to aid them with a few Archers from the Left 
Wing ef their on, and with all the Argives; and 
paſſing over a certain Ditch, having but few with 
him, was deſerted and ſlain, with ſome fix or ſeven 
more. Thefe the Syracuſians haſtily ſnatched up, 
and carried into a place of ſafety beyond the River. 
And when they ſaw the reſt of the Athenian Army 
coming towards them, they departed. In the mean: 
time they that fled at firſt to the City, feeing how 
things went, took heart again, and'reimbattelW{' 
themſelves againſt the fame Athenians that ſtood 
ranged againſt them before, and withal ſent 2'cer- 
tain Portion of their Army againſt the circular For- 
tification of the Athenians upon Epipola; ſuppoſing 
to find it without Defendants, and ſo to take it. 
And they took and demoliſnhed the Outwork ten 
Plethers in length; but the Circle it ſelf was de. 
fended by Nictas, who chanced to be left within it 
for Infirmity, ' For he commanded his Servants to 
ſet fire on all the Engines, and whatſoever wooden 
matter lay before the Wall, knowing there was no 
other poſſible means to ſave themſelves, for want of 
Men. And it fell out accordingly. For by reaſon 
of this fire they came no nearer, but retired. For 
the Athbeniaus having by this time beaten hack the 
Enemy below, were coming up to reHeve the Cir-· 
cle; and their Gallies 'withal (as is before men- 
r ee going about from Thapſas into the 
e ee ee brenne "Ree 
eee een inn 
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dily made away, they, and the whole Army of the 
Syracuſians into the City; with-Opanion that they 
could no longer hinder them with the ſtrength they 
now had from bringing their Wall through unto the 
82, After this the Athenians erected a Trophy, 
and delivered to the Syracuſians their dead, under 
Truce; and they on the other ſide delivered to the 
Athenians the body of Lanachus, and of the reſt 
flain with him. And their whole Army, both 
Land and Sea Forces being now together, they 
began to encloſe the Syracuſians with a double Wall, 
from Epipola and the Rocks, unto the Sea fide. The 
Neceſſaries of the Army were ſupplied from all 
parts of Italy and many of the Siculi, who before 
ſtood aloof, to obſerve the way of Fortune, took 
part now with the. Athenians, to whom came alſo 
three Penteconteri C Long-boats of: 50 Oars apiece] 
from. Hetruria ; and divers other ways their hopes 
were nouriſhed. For the Syracuſiaus alfo, when 
there came no help from Peloponne fas, made no long- 
er account to ſubſiſt by War, but conferred, both a- 
mongſt themſelves and with Nicias; of Compoſit i- 
on; for Lamachus being dead, the ſole command of 
the Army was in him. And though nothing were 
concluded, yet many things (as was likely with 
Men perplexed, and now more ſtraitly beſieged” 
than before) were propounded unto Nicias. and” 
more amongſt themſelves. - Aud the preſent ill Sac- 
cels had alſo bred ſome jealouſie amongſt them, 

one of another. And they diſcharged the Generals 
under whoſe Conduct this happened, as if their 
harm had come, either from their unluckineſs, or 

tam their perfidiouſneſs, and choſe Heraclides, 
Encles, and Tellias in their place. 
Whilſt this paſted, Gylippus of Lacedemon, and 


— 


the Corinthian Gallies were ready at Zeucas, pur. 
poling with all ſpeed to go over into Sicily. But 


en terrible Reports came unto them from all 
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hands, agreeing in an untruth, That Syracuſe way 
already quite encloſed, Gylippus had hope of Sicih 
no longer, but deſiring to aſſure Italy, he an 

Pythen a Corinthian, with two Laconick and two 
Corinthian Gallies, with all ſpeed croſſed the Tonick 
Sea to Tareutum. And the Corinthians were to man 


ten Gallies of their own, two of Leucas, and three 


of Ambracia, and come after. Gylippus went firſt 
from Tarentum to Thuria, as Ambaſlador, by: his 
Fathers Right, who was free of the City of Tares- 


um; but not winning them to his ſide, he put out 


again and failed along the Coaſt of Italy. Paſſing 
Sy the Terinean Gulf, he was put from the Shorg 
{by a Wind which in that quarter bloweth ſtrongly 
Againſt the North) and driven into the main Sea; 
and after another extream Tempeſt, brought 1 

again into Tarentum, where he drew up ſuch of his 
Gallies as had been hurt by the Weather, aud re- 
Paired them. "7 29” | 
NMicias hearing that he came, contemned the 
Imali number of his Gallies, as alſo the Thurians 
had' before, ſuppoſing them furniſhed as for Piracy, 
and appointed no Watch for them yet. 2 | 
About the ſame time of this Summer the Lacede- 
monians invaded the Territory cf Argos, they and 


their Confederates, and waſted a great part of 


their Land, And the Athenians aided the Ar- 
Zives with thirty Gallies, which 'moſt apparently 
broke the Peace between them and the Laceds- 
Monians, For before, they went out from Pylus 
with the Argives and Mantineans, but in the nature 
of Freesbooters; and that alfo not into Laconia, 
Hut other parts of F:lopoyneſus. Nay, when the 
iArgives have often entreated them but only to 
land with their Arms in Lacovia, and having waſt- 
ed never ſo little of their Territory to return, they 
would not, But now, under the Conduct of 7 
5 TI „ oonin afanay Hoc 49 rus, 
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dorw, Laſpodius, and Demaratus, they landed 
in the Territory of Epidaurus Limera, and in Prafia, 
and there and in other places waſted the Country, 
and gave unto the Lacedemonians à moſt juſtifiable 
Cauſe to fight againſt the Athenians, After this, 
the Athenians being departed from Argos with their 
Gallies, and the Lacedemoniaus gone likewiſe home 
the Argives invaded Pbliaſa, and when they had 
waſted part of their Territory, and killed ſome of 
| their Men, returned, 1 
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Gylippus arriveth at Syracuſe, checketh the fortune 
of the Athenians, and cutteth off their Works with 
a Counterwall, The Lacedzmonians znvade Attica, 
and fortifie Decelea, The Confederates of each 
fide are ſollicited for Supplies to be ſent to Syra- 
cuſe. Iwo Battles fought in the great Haven; in 
the firſt of which the Syracuſians are beaten, inthe 
. ſecond ſuperiour; Demoſthenes arriveth with a 
atew Army, and attempting the Works of the Ene- 
my in Epipolæ by Night, is repulfed with great 
| ſlaughter of his Men. They fight the third tine, 
M and the Syracuſians having the Victory block up 
Fo © the Haven with Boats, A Catalogue of the Confe- 
derates on each fide. They fight again at the Bars 
of the Haven, where the Athemians loſing their 
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4 Gallies, prepare to march away by Land. In their 


\ . march they are aflidted, beaten, and finally ſub- 
dued by the Syracuſians; the death of Nicias and 
Demoſthenes, aud miſery of the Captives in the 
 Qnarrey; which happened inthe nineteenth Tear of 
this J...

RANTS Tppus and Nee repair- 
| | ed their Gallies, from Tarentunm: 
went along the Coaſt to Locre 
>? Epizephyriz. And upon certain 
« Epizephyri. pon certam 
Intelligence now, that Syracuſe 
was not wholly eucloſed, but 
I that coming with an Army, 
e there was entrance ſtill by Epi- 
le, they conſulted whether it were better to take 
Sictly on their Right hand, and adventure into the 
Town by Sea; or on the Left, and ſo firſt to go to 
Himera, and then taking along both them and as 
many other as they could get to their ſide, to go 
into it by Land. And it was reſolved to go to Hi- 
mera; the rather . becauſe the four Attick Gallies 
which Niciat (tho he contemned them before) had 
now, when he heard they were at Locri, ſent to wait 
for them, were not arrived yet at Rhegium. Having 
prevented this Guard, they croſſed the Streight, and 
touching at Rhegium and Me ſſana by the way, came 
to Hi mera. Being there, they prevailed ſo far with 


the Himereans, that they not only followed them 


to the War themſelves, but alſo furniſned with Ar- 
mour, ſuch of Gylippus' and Fythen's Mariners as: 
wanted. For at Himera they had drawn their Gals 
lies to Land. They likewiſe ſent to the Selinuntiany 
to meet them at a place aſſigned with their whole 
Army. The Geloaus alſo, and other of the Siculi, 
promiſed to ſend them Forces, tho” not many; being 
much the willinger to come to thefide; both for that 
Archonjdas \ was lately dead, WhO Le 
$3462] Tj Force arg WI 1 4s 
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ſme of the Sicali in thoſe parts, and being a Man 
of no mean power, was Friend to the Athenians, 


and alſo for that Gylippus ſeemed to come from La- 


cedemon with a good will to the buſineſs. Gylippus 
taking with him of his own Mariners and Sea Sol. 
diers, for whom - he had gotten Arms, at the moſt 
' 760, and Himergans with Armour, and without, in 
the whole-1000, and 100 Horſe, and ſome Lights 
armed Selinuntiaus, with ſome few Horſe of the 
Geloans, and of the Siculi in all, about 1000, marched 
with theſe towards Syracuſe. 

In the mean time the Corinthians, with the reſt 
of their Gallies, putting to Sea from Leucas, made 
. after as they were, every one with what ſpeed he 
could, and Gongylus one of the Corinthian Command. 
ers, tho? the laſt that ſet forth, arrived firſt at Syracuſe 
with one Gally, and but a little before the comin 
of Gylippus. And finding them ready to call an Af- 
ſembly about an end of the War, he hindred them 
from it, and put them into heart, relating both how 
the reſt of the Gallies were coming, and alſo Gylippus 
the Son of Cleandridas for General, ſent unto them 
by the Lacedemonians. With this the Syracufians were 
reconfir med, and went preſently out with their 
whole Army to meet him; for they underſtood now 
that he was near. He having taken Jegas, a Fort in 

his way as he paſſed through the Territory of the 


Siculi, and imbatteled his Men, cometh to Epipols, 
and getting up by Euryalus, where alſo the Atheni · 


ans had gotten up before, marched together with the 
Fyracuſians towards the Wall of the Athenians. At 
the time when he arrived,the Athenians had finiſhed 
a double Wall of ſeven or eight Furlongs towards 
the great Haven, ſave only a little next the Ses, 
which they were yet at work on. And on the other 
fide of their Circle towards Tragilus, and the other 
Sea, the Stones were for the moſt part laid ready up- 
the place, aud'the work was elt in fame pac 
"7 | | a. 
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half, and in ſome wholly finiſhed.” So great was tha 
danger that Syracuſe was now brought into.” © 
The Athenians, at the ſudden coming on of Gylipe 
pus, tho ſomewhat troubled at firſt, yet put them- 
ſelves in order to receive him. And he, making a 
ſtand when he came near, ſent a Herald to them, 
ſaying, That if they would abandon Sicily within 
five days with Bag and Baggage, he was content to 
give them Truce. Which the Athenians contemning, 
fent him away without any anſwer. After this they 
were putting themſelves into order of Battle one a- 
gainſt another; but 'Gylippus finding the Syracuſians 
troubled, and not eaſily falling into their Ranks, led 
back his Army in a more open ground. Nicias led not 
the Athenians out againſt him, but lay ſtill at his 
on Fortification. And Oylippns — he came not 
up, withdrew his Army into the top called Tementtes, 
where he lodged all night. The next day he drew 
out the greateſt part of his Army, and imbatteled 
them before the Fortification of the Athenians, that 
they might not fend fuccour to any other place, but 
a part alſd they ſent to the Fort of Labdalum, and 
took it, and flew all thoſe they found within it. 
For the place was out of fight to the Athenians. 
The fame day the Syracufians took alſo an Athenian 
Gally as it was entered into the great Haven. 
After this, the Syracuſſans and their Confederates 
began a Wall through Epipole, from the City towards 
the ſingle croſs Wall upwards; that the Athenzans, 
unleſs they could hinder it, might be excluded from 
bringing their own Wall any further on. And the 
Athenians by this time, having made an end of their 
Wall to the Sea, were come up again ; and Gylip- 
pus (for ſome part of their Wall was but weak) riſing 
with his Army by night, went to aſſault it; but the 
Athenians alſo knowing it (for they lodged all night 
without the Wall) went preſently to relieve it; 
which Gylippns perceiving, again retired, And the 
- a Athenmans 
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Athenians when they had built it higher, kept the 
watch in this part themſelves, and divided the ref 
of the Wall to the charge of their Confederates, Alſo 
it ſeemed good to Vicias to fortifie the place called 
Plemmyrinm, (it is a Promontory over againſt the 
City, which ſhooting into the entrance of the great 
Haven, ſtreightneth the mouth of the ſame): which 
fortified he thought would facilitate the bringing 
in of -neceſlaries to the Army. For by this means 
their Gallies might ride nearer to the Haven of the 
Syracuſians, and not upon every motion of the Navy 
cok the Enemies to be to come out againſt them, 33 
they were before from the bottom of the [ great] 
Haven. And he had his mind ſet chiefly now upon 
the War by Sea, ſeeing his hopes by Land diminiſh- 
ed, ſince the arrival of Gylippus. Having therefore 
drawn his Army and Gallies to that place, he built 


b bcut it three Fortifications, wherein he placed his 


Baggage, and where now alſo lay at road both: his 
great Veſſels of Carriage, and the nimbleſt of His 
Gallies.

Now Gylippus went up and down Sicily raiſing. 


Forces both for Sea and Land, and ſolliciting to 
his fide all ſuch Cities as formerly either had not

War. Other Ambaſſadors alfo, both of the Syraci- 


Fan and Corinthians were ſent to Lacedemon and 
Corinth to procure new Forces to be tranſported 
either in Ships or Boats, orhow they could, becauſe 
the Athenians had alſo ſent to Athens for the like.

der the command of Agis the Son of  Archidami 
their King. And firſt they waſted the Champaign 
Country, and then went in hand with the Wall at 
Decelea, dividing the Work amengſt the Army ae.

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cording to their Cities. This Decelea is from the 
City of Athens, at the moſt but 120 Furlongs, and 
about as much, or a little more from Bæotia. This 
Fort they made in the Plain, and in the moſt op- 
portune place that could be to annoy the Athenians, 
and in ſight of the City. Now the Peloponnefiansand 
their Confederates in Attica went on with their 
Fortification. RR OR ee STR : 
They in Peloponneſus ſent away their Ships with

the Men of Arms about the ſame time into Sicily. 


Of which, the Lacedemonians, out of the beſt of 
their Helots, and Men made newly free, ſent in the 
whole ſix hundred, and Eccritus a Spartan for Com- 
mander. And the Bzgtians three hundred, under 
the Conduct of Xenon and Mon, Thebans, and He- 
geſſander a Ibeſpian. And theſe ſet forth firſt, and 
put to Sea at Tsnarus in Laconia. After them a lit- 
tle, the Coriuthiqns ſent away five hundred more, 
part from the City it ſelf of Corinth, and part mer- 
cenary Arcadians, and Alexarchus a Corinthian for 


Captain. The Sicyonians alfo ſent two hundred with 


them that went from Corinth, and Sargens a Sicyo- 
man for Captain. Now the 25 Corinthian Gallies 
that were manned in Winter, lay oppoſite to the 
20 Gallies of Athens which were at Naupact us, till 
fuch time as the Men of Arms in the Ships from 
Prloponneſus might get away; for which purpoſe. 
they were alſo ſet out at firſt, that the Athenians 
might not have their minds upon theſe Ships, fo 
mach as pon the Gallres: © © ETA 
In the mean time alſo the Athenjans, whilft 
N Was ani in the beginning of the 
Spring, ſent twenty Gallies about Feloponneſns, un- 
der the Command of Charzcles the Son of Apollodo- 
rus, with Order when he came to Argos to take 
aboard the Men of Arms which the Argives were 
to ſend them according to League; and ſent aw 
Demoſthenes (as they intended before) into Sig, 
5 Qq 4 with 
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with threeſcore Gall ies of Athens, and five of Chios 
and one thouſand two hundred Men of Arms of the 
Roll of Athens, and as many of the Iſlanders ag 
they could get, provided by their ſubject Confede- MW hi 
rates of all other neceſſaries for the War- But he of 
had order to join firſt with Charicles, and help him tit 
to make War firſt Upon Laconia. So Demoſthenes went 9. 
to gina, and ſtaid there both for the remnant of to 
his own Army, if any were left behind, and for IMF ca: 
Charicles till he had taken aboard the Argives. thi 
In Sicily about the ſame time of the Spring, Gy. i 
 dippus alſo returned to. Syracuſe, bringing with him 
from the Cities he had dealt withal, as great Forces 
as ſeverally he could get from them. And havin 
aſſembled the Syracuffans, he told them that they 
ought to man as many Gallies as they could, and 
make trial of a Battle by Sea, and that he hoped 
thereby to perform ſomewhat to the benefit of the 
War, which ſhould be worthy the danger. Her- 
mocrates alſo was none of the leaſt means of get- 
ting them to undertake the Athenians with theit 
Navy, who told them, That neither the Athenians 
Had this skill by Sea bereditary, or from everlaſting, 
But were more Inland Men than the Syracuſians, an 
Forced to become Sea-men by the Medes: And that to 
daring Men, ſuch as the Athenians are, they are mof 
Formidable that areas daring againſt them. For where 
vith they terrifie their Neighbours, which is not always 
,tbe advantage of Power: but coldneſs 55 enteyprixiag, 
with the ſame ſhall they in like manner be terrified h) 
their -Enemres. He knew it, he ſaid, certainly that 
the Syraculians by their unexpected darins to encoun- 
ter the Athenian Navy, would get more aduantage in 
reſpect of the fear it 1 ceaſe, than the Athenians 
ſhould, endammage them by their odds of skill. He 
bade, them therefore, To make trial of their El 
and to le afraid no longer. The Syracufians on thel: 
perſwaſions of Gylippus aud Hermocrates, and others 
dow VV

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if any were, became now extreamly deſirous to 
fght by Sea, and preſently manned their Gallies, 
" Gylippus, when the Navy was ready, drew out 
his whole Power of Land Soldiers in the beginning 
of night, meaning to go himſelf and aſſault the Fort 
tifications in Plemmyrium. Withal the Gallies of the 
Yrs wm by appointment, 25 of them came up 
towards it out of the great Haven, and 45 more 
cane about out of the little Haven, where alſo was 
their Arſenal with purpoſe to join with thoſe with- 
in, and to go together to Plemmyrium, that the Athe« 
aus might be troubled on both ſides. But the Athe- 
wars having quickly manned 60 Gallies to oppoſe 
them, with 25-of them they fought with the 35 of 
the Syracuſians in the How Haven, and with the 
reſt went to meet thoſe that came about from the 
little Haven. And theſe fought preſently before 
the mouth of the great Haven, and held each other 
to it for a long time; one ſide endeavouring to force, 
the other to defend the entrance. In the mean time 


Gylippus (the Athenians in Plemmyrium being now 


come down to the water ſide, and having their 
minds buſted upon the fight of the Gallies) betimes 
in the Morning, and on a ſudden- affaulted the For- 
tifications before they could come back again to de- 
fend them; and poſſeſſed firſt the greateſt, and al- 
terwards the two leſſer: for they that watched in 
theſe, when they ſaw the greateſt ſo eaſily taken, 
durſt ſtay no longer. They that fled upon the 


loſing of the firſt Wall, and put themſelves into 


Boats, and into a certain Ship, got hardly into the 
Camp; for whilſt the Syracuſians in the great Haven 
had yet the better in the fight upon the Water, they 
gave them chaſe with one nimble Gally. But by 
that time the other two Walls were taken, the Sy 
racufians upon the Water were overcome, and t 
Athenians which fled from thoſe. two Walls, got to 
their Camp with more eaſe, For thoſe Syracu ſian

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Gallies that fought before the Havens mouth, hay, 
ing beaten back the Athenians, entered in diſorder 
and falling foul one on another, gave away the Vic.

When they had drawn to Land the Wreck of the I thi 
 Syracuſien Gallies, and erected a Trophy in the lit. the 
tle Hland over againft Plemmyrium, they returned I 74 
to their Camp.

ept them out) and nothing could be brought inf whic 
unto them but by fight, and the Army beſides wii drive 


thereby otherwiſe terrified and dejected. 


After this the Syracuſſaus ſent out twelve Gallic 
under the command of Agatharchus a Syracuſan 
Of which one carried Ambaſſadors into Flop er. 1 
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fas to declare what hope they had now of their bu- 
fineſs, and to inſtigate them to a ſharper War in 
Attica. The other eleven went into Italy, upon 
intelligence of certain Veſſels laden with Commo- 
dities coming to the Athenian. Army: which alſo 
they met with, and deſtroyed moſt of them; and 
the Timber which for building of Gallies the Athe. 
xians had ready framed, they burned in the Terri- 
tory of Caulonia, + „ 
After this they went to Locri, and riding here, 
there came unto them one of the Ships that carried 
the Men of Arms of the Heſpians; whom the Sy - 
racuſſans took aboard, and went homeward by the 
Coat, The Athbenizns that watched for them with 
twenty Gallies at Megara, took one of them, and 
the Men that were in her, but could not take the 
reſt: So that they eſcaped through to Syracuſe. _ 
There was alfo a light Skirmiſh in the Haven of 
Syracuſe, about the Piles which the Syracu ſans had 
driven down before their old Harbour, to the end 
that the Gall ies might ride within, and the Athe- 
mans not annoy them by aſſault. The Athenians 
having brought to the place a Ship of uke great- 
neſa, fortified with wooden Turrets, and covered 
againſt Fire, cauſed certain Men with little Boats 
to go and faſten Cords unto the Pile, and fo broke 


them up with craning. Some alfo the Divers did 
| ct up with Saws. In the mean time the Syracu- 
-£ fans from the Harbour, and they from the great 


Ship ſhot at each other, till in the end the greateſt 
part of the Piles were by the Athenians N up. 


Zut the greateſt difficulty was to get up thoſe Piles 


which lay hidden; for fome of them they had fb _ 
driven in, as that they came not above the Water.

other in their ſtead. Other devices they had againſt 
each other, (a+ was not unlikely between Armies 
ſo near oppoſed) and many light Skirmiſhes paſled, 
and attempts of all kinds were put in Execution, 

The Syracufians moreover ſent Ambaſſadors, ſome 
Corinthians, ſome Ambraciots, and ſome Laceda mo- 


' 2iaxs, unto the Cities about them, to let them knoy 


that they had won Plemmyrium, and that in the 
Battle by Sea, they were not overcome by the 

ſtrength of the Enemy, but by their own diſorder; 
and alſo to ſhew what hope they were in, in other 
reſpects, and to intreat their aid both of Sea and 
Land Forces, for ſo much as the Athenians expect- 
ing another Army, if they would ſend aid before 
it came, whereby to overthrow that which they 
had now there, the War would be at an end. Thus 
Rood the affairs of Sicily. 1

Demoſthenes, as ſoon as his Forces which he was 
to carry to the ſuccour of thoſe in Sicily were got- 
ten together, put to Sea from gina, and ſailing 


into Peloponneſus, joined with Charzcles and the 30 


Gallies that were with him. And having taken 


aboard ſome Men of Arms of the Argives, came to 
Laconia, and firſt waſted part of the Territory of 
Epidaurus Limera. From thence going to that part 
of Laconia which is over againſt the Ifland Cythera, 
(where is a Temple of Apollo) they waſted a part 
of the Country, and fortified an Ithmus there, both 
that the Helots might have a refuge in it, running 
away from the Lacedemonzians, and that Free-booters 
from thence, as from Pylus, might fetch in Prizes 
from the Territory adjoining. Ag ſoon as the place 
was taken in, Demoſthenes himſelf went on to Cor- 
cyra to take up the Confederates there, with intent 
to go thence ſpeedily into Sicily. And Charicles 
having ſtaid to finiſh, ald put a Garriſon into the 
Fortification, went afterwards with his thirty 


Gallies to Athens, and the Argives alſo went home. 


The 
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The ſame Winteralſs came to Athens a thouſand 

and three hundred Targettiers, of thoſe called 
Macharophori, of the race of them that are called 
Dii, and were to have gone with Demoſthenes into 
Sicily. But coming too late, the Athenians reſolved 
to lend them back again into Thrace, as being too 
chargeable a matter to entertain them only for the 
War in Decelea ; for their pay was to have been a 
Drachma a Man by the day. For Decelea being 
this Summer fortified, firſt by the whole Army, 
and then by the ſeveral Cities maintained with 2 
Garriſon by turns, much endamaged the Athenians; 
and weakned their eſtate, both by deſtroying their 
Commodities and conſuming of their Men, ſo as 
nothing more. For the former Invaſions having 
been ſhort, hindred them not from reaping the be- 
nefit of the Earth for the reſt of the time; but 
now, the Enemy continually lying upon them, 
and ſometimes with greater Forces, ſometimes ot 
neceſſity with the ordinary Garriſon making Incur- 
ſions, and fetching in Booties, Agis the King of 


| Lacedamon being always there in perſon, and di- 


ligently proſecuting the War, the At henians were 
thereby very grievouſly afflicted: for they were not 
only deprived of the fruit of the Land, but alſo 
above twenty thouſand of their Slaves fled over to 
the Enemy, whereof the greateſt part were Artificers. 
Beſides they loſt all their Sheep and Oxen. And 
by the continual going out of the Athenian Horſe- 
men, making excurſions to Decelea, and defending 
the Country, their - Horſes became partly lamed 
through inceſſant labour in rugged grounds, and part- 
ly wounded by the Enemy, And their proviſion 
vhich. formerly they uſed to bring in from Eubæa by 
Oropus, the ſhorteſt way, through Decelea by Land, 
hey were now forced tofetch in by Sea, at great coſt, 
out the Promontory of Sunium. And whatſoever 
ne City was wont to be ſerved withal from without, 
{ | - == 
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it now wanted, and inftead of a City was become 
as it werea Fort. And the Athenians watching on 
the Battlements of the Wall in the day time by 
turns, but in the night both Winter and Summer 
all-at once, (except the Horſemen) part at the 
Walls, and part at the Arms, were quite tireſ. 
But that which preſſed them moſt, was that they 
had two Wars at once. And yet their obſtinac 
was ſo great as no Man would have believed, till 
now they ſaw it. For being beſieged at home, froti 
the Fortification of the Peloponneſians, no Min 
would have imagined, that they ſhould not only 
not have recalled their Army out of Sicily, but 
have alſo beſieged Syracuſe there, a City of it ſelf 
no leſs than Athens, and therein ſo- much to hive 
exceeded the expectation of the reſt of the Grecian, 
both in power and courage, (who in the beginning 
of this War conceived, if the Peloporttefians invaded 
their Territory, ſome of them that they might 
hold out two Years, others three, no Man more) at 
that in the ſeventeenth Year after they were fick 
 Invaded, they ſhould have undertaken an Exped. 
tion into Sicihh, and being every way weakned ak 
ready by the foriner War, have undergone another, 
not inferiour to that which they had before with 
the Peloponiteflians, Now their Treaſure being by

After this, Demoſthenes being about Facyithe? and 
Cephallenia, took aboard their Men of Arms, and 
ſent to Naupactus for the Meſſeriians. From thence 
he croſſed over to the Continent of Acarnania, ti 
Al 20a, and AnaQorium, which belonged to' the 
Athenians. Whilſt he was in theſe parts, he met 
with Eurymedon out of Sicily, that had been ſent in 
Winter unto the Army with Commodities, who 
told him amongſt other things, how he had hear 
"_ the way after he was at Sea, that the , 
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had won Plemmyrium, Conon alſo the Captain of 
NaupaFus came to them, and related that the 25 
Gallies of Corinth that lay before Naupact us would 
not give over War, and yet delayed to fight; and 
therefore deſired to have ſqme Gallies ſent him, as 
being unable with his 18 to give 11 to 25 of tlie 
Enemy. Whereupon Demoſthenes and Eurymedon 
ſent 20 Gallies more. to} thoſe at Naupatas, the 
nimbleſt of the whole Fleet, by Conok himſelf ; 
and went themſelves about furniſhing of what be- 
longed to the Army. Of whom, Eurymedon went to 
Corcyra, and having appointed them there to Man 
15 Gallies, levied Men of Arms; for now giving 
over his courſe to Athens, he joined with Demoſthe- 
wes, as having been elected with him, in the charge 
of General; and Demo ſthenes took up Slingers and 
Darters in the parts about Acar naue. 
The Ambaſſadors of the Syracuſſans, which after 


the taking of Plemmyrium had been ſent unto the

There was no chaſing of 
Men that fled, nor a, Priſoner taken on either fide, 

becauſe” the Peloponueſſaus and Corinthians fighting 

near the Land, 'eaſily eſcaped, nor was there any 
Gally of the Athenians ſunk. But when the Athe- 

nian were gone back to Naupact us, the Corinthians 

preſently ſet up 4 Trophy às Victors, in regard 

that more of the Athenian Gallies were made un» 


ſerviceable than of theirts; and thought themſelves 


not to have had the worſe, for the ſame feaſon that 
the others thought themſelves not to have had the 
better, For the Corinthians think they have the

better, when they have not much the worſe; and 
the Athenians think they have the worſe, when they 
have not much the better. And when the Flop. 
po were gone, and their Army by Land diſſol. 
ved, the Athenians alſo ſet up a Trophy in Acbais 
as if the Victory had been theirs, diſtant from Erin. 
us, Where the Fel opo nus ſiaus rid, about 20 Furlong. 
This was tlie ſucceſs of that Battle by Sea. 

Demoſtbenes and Furymedon, after the Thurian 
had put in readineſs to go with them 700 Men d 
Arms and 300 Darters, commanded their Gall ies to 
. along the Coaſt to Croton, and conducted thei 
Land Soldiers, having firſt taken a Muſter of them 
all upon the ſide of the! River Sycaris, through the 
Territory of the Thurians. But coming to the 
River Bias upon word ſent them from the Men d 
Croton; - that if the Army went thorow their Ter. 
ritory, it ſhould! be againſt their Will, they mar- 
ehed down to the Sea fide, and to the mouth of the 


River Hylias; where they ſtaid all that night, and 


Tg The. next day imbarking, they, kept : along the 
Shore, and touched at every Town ſaving Locri till 
they arrived at Petra, in the Territory of Rhegiun. 
The Syracuſians in the mean time, upon intelli. 
gence of their coming on, reſolved to try again 
What they could do with their Navy, and with 
their new, ſupply. of Land-men, which they hal 
gotten together on purpoſe, .t& fight with the Athe 
nians before Demoſtbenes and Eurymedon ſhould- al- 
rive. And they furniſhed: their Navy both ather- 
wiſe, according to the advantages they had learnt 
in the laſt Battle, and alſo made ſhorter the heads 
of their Gallies, and thereby ſtronger, and made 
beaks to them of a reat thickneſs, which the alſo 
ee dich afters faſtened to the ſides d 
the Gallies, both within and without, of 6 Cubit 
long, in ſuch manner as the Corinthians had ang 
| . c 
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their Gallies ahead to fight with thoſe before Nau 
babs. For the Syracuſians made account that againſt - 
the Athenian Gallies not ſo built, but weak before, 
25 not uſing ſo much to meet the Enemy ahead, as 
upon the fide, by fetching a_compaſs, they could 
not but have the better; and that to ficht in the 
great Haven many Gallies in not much room, was 
an advantage to them, for that uſing to direct en- 
counter, they ſhould break with their firm and 
thick beaks the hollow. and infirm foreparts of the 
dallies of their Enemies; and that the Athenjans - 
in that narrow room, would want means both to 
80 about, and to go through them, which was the 
point of Art they moſt relied on. For as for their 
paſſing - through, they would hinder it "themſelves 
as much as they could, and for fetchibg compaſs, ' 
the ſtreightneſs of the place would not ſuffer it. 
And that fighting ahead, which ſeemed before to 
be want of skill in the Maſters [to do otllerwiſe,! 
vas it they. would now principally make ufe of;

In performing of 
this, the Athenians ſpent a whole Day from Morn- 
ing until Night. . 3 | 
The next day the Syracufians aſſaulted the Athe- 
nam again with the {ame Forces both by Sea and 
Land, that they had done before, but begun earlier - 
in the Morning, and being oppoſed Fleet againſt . 
Fleet, they drew out a great part of the Day now. 
again, as before, 1n attempting upon each other, 
without effect. Till at laſt Ariſton the Son of _ 
Pyrrbichus à Corinthian, the moſt expert Maſter. 
that the Hracuſiaus had in their Fleet, perſwaded 
the Commanders of the Navy to ſend to ſuch in 
the City as it belonged to, and command that the 
Market ſhould be ſpeedily kept at the Sea ſide, and 
to compel every Man to bring thither whatſoever 
he had fit for Meat, and there to ſell it, that the 
Mariners disbarking might preſently dine by the 
Gallies ſides, and quickly again unlooked for, aſſault 
the Athenians afreſh the ſame dag. | 
This advice being liked, they ſent a Meſſenger, 
and the Market was furniſhed. And the Syracufi- 
ans ſuddenly rowed aſtern towards the City, ad 
disbarking dined there right on the Shore. The 
Athenians ſuppoſing they had retired towards the 
City as vanquiſhed, landed at leiſure, and amongſt 
other buſineſs, went about the dreſſing of their 
dinner, as not expecting to have fought again the 
ſame day. But the Hracuſſaus ſuddenly going 
aboard, came towards them again. And the Athe- 
mans in great tumult, and for the moſt part un- 
dined, imbarking diforderly, at length with much 
ado went out to meet them. For a while they held 
their hands on both fides, and but obſerved ea h 
other; But anon after the Athenians thought not fit 
by longer dallying 46 overcome themſelves, with 
VVV their 
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their own labour, but rather to fight as, foon WM A 
they could; and thereupon at once with a joint MW tt 
Shout, charged the Enemy, and the fight began. W at 
The Syracu ſians received and reſiſted their charge, MW er 
and fighting as they had before determined, with MW at 
their Gallies head to head with thoſe of the Athe. to 
main, and provided with beaks for the purpoſe, MW #7 
brake the Gallies of the Athenians very much, be- a 
tween the heads of the Gall ies and the Oars. The IM i 
Athenians were alſo annoyed much by the Darters he 
from the Decks, but much more by thoſe & recur 10 
ans, who going about in ſmall Boats, paſſed under i W. 
the rows of the Oars of the Enemies Gallies, and fe 
coming clofe to their ſides, threw their Darts at the C 
_ Mariners from thence. _ _ 5 

The $racuſfians having fought in this manner MW A. 
with the utmoſt of their ſtrength, in the end got ha 
the Victory, and the Athenjans between the two m 
Ships eſcaped into their Harbour. The Syracuſſan 

Gallies chaſed them as far as to thoſe Ships, but bo 
the Dolphins hanging Froth the Maſts over the en- ent 
trance of the Harbour, forbad them to follow any ſer 
further. Yet there were two Gallies, which upon | De 
2 jollity after Victory approached them, but were e. 
both loſt, of which one with her Men and all was 1b 
taken. The Syracufians after they had ſunk ſeven 
Gallies of the Athenians, and torn many more, and 
of the Men had taken ſome alive, and killed 
others, retired, and for both the Battles erected 
Trophies, and had already an aſſured hope, of being 
far {uperionr hy Sea, and alſo made account to ſub- 
due the Army by Land. And they prepared to 
aſſault them again in both kindes. 


: 


In the mean time Demoſthenes and Eurymedon 
arrived with the Athenian ſupply, being about 73 
Gallies, andMen of Arms of their own and of thei! 
Confederates about 5000. Beſides Darters, as well 
Barbarians as Grecks, not a few, and Slingers and 
4; 825 | Archers, 
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Archers, and all other Proviſion ſufficient. For - 
the preſent it not alittle daunted the Syracuſſaus 
and their Confederates to ſee no end of their dang- 
er, and that notwithſtanding the fortifying in Decelea, 
another Army ſhould come now, equal and like un- 
to their former, and that their power ſhould be ſo 
great in every kind. And on the other fide it was. 
a kind of ſtrengthening after weakneſs to the Athe- 
man Army that was there before, Demoſthenes when 
he ſaw how things ſtood, and thinking it unfit to 
loyter and fall into Nicias his Caſe, (for Nicias 
who was formidable at his firſt coming, when he 
ſet not preſently upon Syracuſe, but wintered at 
Catana, both grew into contempt, and was prevent- 
ed alſo by the coming of (ylippns thither with an 
Army out of Peloponneſus. The which, if Nicias 
had gone N Syracuſe at firſt, had never been ſo. 
much as ſent for. For ſuppoſing themſelves to 
have been ſtrong enough alone, they had at once 
both fund themſelves too weak, and#the City been 
encloſed with a Wall, whereby, though they had 
ſent for it, it could not have helped. them as it did. 
Demoſthenes I ſay conſidering this,) and that he alſo 
even at the preſent, and the ſame day was moſt ter- 
rible to the Enemy, intended with all ſpeed to make 
uſe of this preſent terribleneſs of the Army. And 
having obſerved that the croſs Wall of the Syracuſi- 
ans, wherewith they hindred the Athenians from 
encloſing the City, was but ſingle, and that if they 


could be Maſters of the aſcent to Epipola, and again 


of the Camp there, the ſame might eaſily be taken, 
(for none would have: ſtood againſt them) haſted to 
put it to trial, and thought it his ſhorteſt way to 
the diſpatching of the War. For either he ſhould 
have ſucceſs he thought, and fo win Syracuſe, or he 
would lead away the Army, and no longer without 
urpoſe conſume” both the Athenians there with 
um, and the whole State. The Athenians therefore

went out, and firſt waſted the Territory of the Sy, 
racuſſaus about the River Anapys, and were the 
ſtronger as at firſt, both by Sea and Land. For the 
Syracufians durſt neither way go out againſt them, 
but only with their Horſemen and Darters from 
Olympicum.

After this Demoſthenes thought good to try the 
Wall which the Athenians had built to encloſe the 
City withal, with Engines; but ſeeing the Engines 
were burnt by the Defendants fighting from the 
Wall, and that having affaulted it in divers parts 
with the reſt of his Army, he was notwithſtanding 
put back, he reſolved to ſpend the time no longer, 
but (having gotten the conſent of Njcias and the 
reſt in Commiſhon thereunto) to put in execution 
his deſign for Epipole, as was before intended. B 
day it was thought impoſſible not to be diſcovered, 
either in their approach, or in their aſcent. Hav- 
ing therefore firſt commanded to take five days pro · 
viſion of Victual, and all the Maſons and Work- 
men, as alſo ſtore of caſting Weapons, and whatſos, 
ever Bey might need if they overcame, for Fortifi- 
cation, he and Eurymedon, and Menander, with the 
whole Army, marched about midnight to Epipols, 
leaving Nicias in the Camp. Being come to Epzpols 
at Enryalus (where alſo the Army went up before} 
they were not only not diſcovered by the Syracuſ - 
aus that kept the Watch, but aſcending took a 
certain Fortification of the Syracuſians there, and 
killed part of them that kept it. But the greateſt 
number eſcaping, ran preſently to the Camps, ol 
which there were in Epipola three walled about 
without the City, one of Syracuſians, one of other 
Sicilzans, and one of Confederates, and carried the 
Nes of their coming in, and told it to thoſe 600 
Syracnſians that kept this part of Epipola at the firſt, 
who preſently went forth to meet them. But De- 
- moſtbenes and the Athenians lighting on them, 1

* WM they fonght valiantly, put them to flight, and 
ently marched on, making uſe of the preſent 
he heat of the Army to finiſh what he came for, before 
* it were too late. And others going on, in their 
* firſt courſe. took the croſs Wall of the $ ne, 4 
| they flying that kept it, and were' throwing down / 
the Battlements thereof. The Syracuſians and their 
Confederates, and Onlippas and thoſe with him, + 
came out to meet them from their Camps; but be- 
cauſe the eh was unexpected, and in the night, 
they charged the Athenians timorouſly, and were 
even at firſt forced to retire, But as the Athenians 
adyanced more out of order, chiefly as having al- 
ready gotten the Victory, but defiring alſo quickly 
to paſs through all that remained yet unfoughten 
with, (left through their remiſsneſs in following, 
they might again rally themſelves) the Beotians 
withſtood them firſt,” and charging, forced them to 
turn their backs. And here the Athenians were 
mightily in diforder and perplexed, fo that it hath' 
been very hard to be informed of any ſide, in what 
manner each thing paſſed. For. if in the day time, 
when things are better ſeen, yet they that are pre- 
ſent cannot tell how all things go, {ave only what 
every Man with much ado ſeeth near unto himſelf: 
how then in a Battle by night, (the only one that 
happened between great Armies in all this War) | 
can a Man know any thing for certain ? For tho 71 
the Moon ſhined bright, yet they ſaw one another "= 
no otherwiſe than (as by Moon-light was likely) 
ſo as to ſee a body, but not be ſure whether it were 
a Friend, or not. And the Men of Arms on both 
he des being not a few- in number, had but little 
00 83810 55 turn in. Of the Athenzans, ſome were 
already overcome, others went on in their firſt way, 
Alſo a great part of the reſt of the Army was al. 
ready part gotten np, and part aſcending, and 
knew not which way to march; for after the Athe-

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Nan once turned their backs, all before them was 
In confuſion z and it was hard to diſtinguiſh of any 
thing for the noiſe. For the Syracuſians and their 
Confederates prevailing, encouraged each other, and 
received the affailants with exceeding great ſhouts,

J. And the -Athenjans fought each. 
| other, and took for Enemies all before them, tho 
Friends, and of the number of thoſe that fled. And 
by aften asking the Word, there being no other 
means of diſtinction, all asking at once, they both 
made à great deal of ſtir amangſt themſelves, and 
revealed the Word to the Enemy. But they did 
not in like manner know the Word of the Hracuſ - 
ent, becauſe theſe being victorious and undiſtracted, 
knew one another better. So that When they light- 
- ed on any number of the Enemy, tho they them 
ſelves were more, yet the Enemy eſcaped, as, 
knowing the Watch-word; but they, when they 
could not anſwer, were ſlain, But that which hurt 
them moſt was the Tune of the Pean, which being 
in hoth Armies the ſame, drove them to their wits. 
end. For the Argives and Corcyreans, and all, 
other of the Dorick Race on the Atbenians part, 
when they ſounded the Pæan, terrified the Atbe·

the like on the other fide. Wherefore at the laſt 
falling one upon another in divers parts of the 
Army, Friends -againft Friends, and Countrymen 
againſt Countrymen, they not only terrified each

After this, the'Syracuſians: having by ſuch n- 
looked for proſperity recovered their former courage,

being in Sedition, to bring that City if they could 
to their obedience. And Gylippus Went again to the 
Sicilian Cit ies by Land, to ile yet another Army, 
as. being in hope to take the Camp of the Atheniam 
by aſſault, conſider ing how the: matter had gone in 
Fpipols. Koo T6 UI Ann ON 11% 93s 30 et 
In the mean time the Athenian Generals went to 
Council upon their late overthrow, and preſent 
general weakneſs of the Army. For they ſaw, not 
only that their deſigns proſpered not, but that the 


Soldiers alſo were weary of ſtaying. For they were 


troubled with ſickneſs, proceeding from a double 
cauſe; this being the time of the year moſt obnoxi- 


ous to diſeaſes, and the place where they lay mooriſn | 


and noifom. And all things elſe appeared deſperate. 
Demo ſtbenes thought fit to ſtay no longer; and 
ſince the execution of his Deſign at Epipola had 
tailed, delivered his opinion for going out 'of the 
1 14 | Haben 
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Haven whilſt the Seas were open, and whilſt, at 
leaſt with this adddition of Gallies, they were 
- Pronger than the Army of the Enemy. For it 
was better, he ſaid, for the City to make Var upon 
thoſe which fortifie againſt tbem at home, than againf 
the Syracuſians, ſeeing they cannot now be eaſily overs 
come; and there was 10 reaſon why they ſhould ſpend 
much Money in lying before the City. This was the 
- bpinion of Demoſbenes. | 
* Nicias, though he alſo thought their Eſtate bad, 
Fet was unwilling to have their weakneſs diſcover: 
ed, and by decreeing of their departure openly with 
the Votes of many, to make known the ſame to 
the Enemy. For if at any time they had a mind 
to be gone, they ſhould then be leſs able to do it 
ſecretly. Beſides, the eſtate ot the Enemy, in as 
much as he underſtood it better than the reft; put 
him into ſome hope that it might yet grow worſe 
than their own, in caſe they preſſed the Siege, 
eſpecially being already Maſters of the Sea far and 
near with their preſent Fleet. There was more- 
over à party 
deſired to betray the State into their hands, and 
that ſent Meſſengers unto him, and ſuffered him 
not to riſe and be gone. All which he knowing, 
tho he were in truth doubtful what opinion to 
of, and did yet conſider; nevertheleſs openly in his 
Speech, he was againſt the withdrawing the Army, 
and. ſaid, That he vas ſure the People of Athens 
would take it ill, if he vent thence without thei/ Order: 
For that they were not to have ſuch Fudges as ſhould

rather than upon the report of Calummators, but ſuch 
as would believe whatſoever ſome fine Speaker | ſhould 
_ accuſe them of. That many, ay moſt of the Sol. 
diers here, who now cry out upon their miſery, will 
there cry out on the contrary, and ſay the General: 
bave betrayed the State, and com? away for a __ 


for the Athenians in Syracuſe that 
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That de would not therefore, knowing the nature of 
the Athenians ſo well, chuſe to be gut to death, un- 
juſtly, and charged with a diſhonourable Crime by the 
Athenians, rather than if be muſt needs do-one, to 
Toffee the ſame. at the hand of the Enemy by his own 
adventure. And yet be ſaid the State of the Syracu- 
fans was fill inferior to their own: For paying much 
Money to Strangers, and laying out much more on 
Forts without and about the City, having alſo had a 
great Navy a Tear already in pay, they muſt needs want ' 
Money at laſt, and all theſe things fail them, For 
they bave ſpent already two thouſand lalents, and are 
much in debt beſides. And whenſoever they ſhall give 
over this courſe, and make pay no longer, their 
frength is gone, as being auxiliary, and not conſtrained 
to follow the War, as the Athenians are. Therefore 
it was fit, he (aid, to ſtay cloſe in the City, and not to 
go away, as if they were too weak in Money, wherein 
wx ² — . G8 
4 Wicks, when he ſpake thus, aſſured them of it, 
as knowing the State of Syracuſe preciſely, an 
their want of Money ; and that there were ſome 
that deſired to betray the City to the Athenians, 
and fent him word not to go. Withall he had now 
confidence in the Fleet, which as being before 
overcome, ' he had not. As for lying where they 
did, Demoſthenes would by no means hear of it. 
But if the Army might not be carried away with- 
out Order from the Athenians, but muſt needs ſtay 
in Sicily, then he ſaid they might go to Thapſus, 
or Catana, from whence by their Land-men they 
might invade and turn much of the Country. to 
them, and wafting the Fields of the Enemies, 
weaken-the Sy7acufians, and be to fight with their 
Gallies in the main Sea, and not in a narrow (which 
s the advantage of the Enemy) but in a wide 
place, where the benefit of skill ſhould be theirs, 
and where they ſhould not be forced in W

Eurymedon had charge of the Right-Wing 
of the Athenians, and deſiring to encompaſs the 
Gallies of the Enemies, drew forth his own Gal. 
hes in length more toward the Shore; and was cut 
off by the Syracuſians, that had firft overcome the 
middle Battle of the Athenians from the reſt in the 
bottom and inmoſt part of the Haven; and both 
ſlain himſelf, and the Gallies that were with him 
loſt. And that done, the reſt of the Athenian 

Fleet was alfo chaſed and driven aſhore. 

_ Gylippus when he {aw the Navy of the Enemy 
vanquiſhed, and carried paſt the Piles, and their 
own Harbour, came with a part of his Army to 
the Peer to kill ſuch as landed, and to cauſe that 
the Syracnfians might the eaſilier pull the Enemies 
Gallies from the Shore, whereof themſelves were 
Maſters. But the Tuſcans, who kept Guard in that 
part for the Athenians, ſeeing them coming that 
way in diſorder, made head, and charging theſe 
 Hrft, forced them into the Mariſh called Lyfimelia. 
But when afterwards a greater number of the Syra- 
_ cufians and their Confederates came to help them, 
then alſo the Athenians to help the Tuſcans, and 
for fear to loſe their Gallies, fought with them, 
and having overcome them, purſued them, and 
not only flew many of their Men of Arms, but 
alſo ſaved the moſt of their Gallies, and brought 
them back into the Harbour. Nevertheleſs the 
Syracuſians took eighteen, and flew the Men taken 


in them. And amongſt the reſt they let drive be- 


fore the Wind (which blew right upon the Atheni- 
ans) an old Ship full of Faggots and Brands ſet on 
fire to burn them. The Athenians on the other 
fide, fearing the loſs of their Navy, deviſed Re- 
medies for the Fire, and having quenched the 
Flame, and kept the Ship from coming near, eſcaped 
that danger, ; a

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[ Alfter this the Syracuſians ſet up a Trophy, both 
Ving WM for the Battle by Sea, and for the Men of Arms 
which they intercepted above before the Camp, 
Gal. where alſo they took the Horſes. And the Atbeni-

him W When the Syracuſſans had now manifeſtly over- 
mary i tome their Fleet (for they feared at firſt the ſupply 
of Gallies that came with Demoſthenes) the Athe- 
' #ians were in good earneſt utterly ont of heart: 
And as they were much deceived in the Event, ſo 
they repented more of the, Voyage. 
For having come againſt theſe Cities, the only 
ones that were for Inſtitution. like unto their own; . 
and governed by the People as well as themſelvcs; | 
and which had a Navy, 2nd Horſes, and Greatneſs, - 
ſeeing they could create no Diſſention amongſt 
them about change of Government, to win them 
that way, nor could ſubdue it with the greatnefs o 
their Forces When they were far the ſtronger, but 
miſproſpered in moſt of their Deſigns, they wers 
then at their Wits end, But now, when they were 
| alſo vanquiſhed by Sea (which they would never 
= have thought) they were much mote dejected than 
u ever.” | ; . | 
The Syracuſians went preſently about the Haveit 
he without fear, and meditated how to ſhut up the 
en ſame, that the Athenians might not ſteal away 
e, | without their Knowledge, though they would. For 
i- now they ſtudied not only how to fave themſelyes; 
n but how to hinder the ſafety of the Athenians. For 
er the Sjracufians conceived (not untruly) that theif 
- Own ſtrength was at this preſent the greater, and 
e that if they could vanquiſh the Athenians and their 
d Confederates both by Sea and Land, it would be a a 
Maftery of great ir them; amengft the 97 
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of the Grecians, For all the reſt of Greece ſhauld 
be one part freed by it, and the other part out ct 
fear of Subjection hereafter. For it would be un- 
poſſible for the Athenians, - with the remainder of 
their ſtrength, to ſuſtain the War that would be 
made upon them afterwards ; and they being re. 
puted the Authors of it, ſhonld be had in Admira- 
tion, not only with all Men now living, but alſo 
with Poſterity. And to ſay truth, t was a worthy 
Maſtery, both for the Cauſes ſhewn, and al ſo for 
that they became Victors not of the Atheiians only, 
but many others their Confederates; nor again 
they themſelves alone, but their Confederates alſo 
having been in joint command with the Corinthian: 
and Lacedemonians and both expoſed their City to 

the firſt hazard, and of the buſineſs by Sea per- 

formed the greateſt part themſelves. | 
The greateſt number of Nations, except the 
general Roll of thoſe which in this War adhered to 
Athens and Lacedæmon, were together at this one 
City. And this number on both ſides againſt Sicih, 
and for it, ſome to help win, and ſome to help 
fave it, came to the War at Syracuſe, not on 2 
pretence of right, nor as Kindred to aid Kindred, 
but as profit or neceſſity ſeverally chanced to in- 
duce them. The Athenians being Tonique went 
againſt the Syracuſians that be Dorique, voluntarily. 
With theſe, as being their Colonies, went the Len- 
nians and Imbrians, and the Ægineta that dwelt in 
gina then, all of the ſame Language and Inftitu- 
tions with themſelves. 


Alſo the Heftieans of Eubœa. Of the reſt, ſome 


went with them as their Subjects, and ſome as their 
free Confederates, and ſome alſo hired. Subjects 
and Tributaries, as the Eretrians, Chalcideans, 
Styrzans, and Caryſtians, from Eubæa. Ceians, 
 Andrians, Tenians, from out of the Iflands. 
Mileſſans, Samians, and Chians, from Tonia. * 
5 "2" "KT | theſp 
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theſe the Chians followed them as free, not as Tri- 
butaries of Money but of Gallies. And theſe were 
almoſt all of them Tonians, deſcended. from the 
Athemans, except only the Caryfliam that are of 
the Nation of the Dryopes. And tho' they were 
Subjects and went upon conſtraint, yet they were 
hnians againſt Dorians. Beſides theſe, there went 
with them oliaus, namely the Methymnaans, Sub- 
jets to Athens, not Tributaries of Money, but of 
Gallies, and the Tenedians and Ayians Tributaries, 
Now here olians were conſtrained to fight againſt 
Folians, namely againſt their Founders the Bgo- 
tians, that took part with the Hyracu ans. But 
the Plateans, and only they being Beotians, fought 
againſt Bœotians upon juſt quarrel. The Rhodians 
and Cytherians Dorique both, by conſtraint, bore. 
Arms; one of them, namely the Cytherians 2 
Colony of the Lacedemonians, with the Athenians 
againſt the Lacedemonians that were with Gylippus; 
and the other, that is to ſay, the Rhodians, being 
by deſcent Argives, not only againſt the Syracuſians, » 
who were alſo- Dorique, bnt againſt their own. Co- 
lony the Gelaus, which took part with the Syracu- 
fans, Then of the Iflanders about Peloponneſus, 
there went with them the Cepballeuians and. Zacyn- 
thians, not but that they were free States, but be- 
cauſe they were kept in awe as Iſlanders, by the 
Athenians who were Maſters of the Sea. And the 
Corcyreans, being not only Dorique but Corinthians, 
iught openly. againſt both Corinthians and Syracu- 
fans, tho? a Colony of the one, and of kin to.the 
other - which they did neceſſarily (to make the 
beſt of it) but indeed no Jeſs willingly, in reſpect 
of their hatred to the Carinthians. Alſo the Meſſe- 
mans now ſo called in Nanpa&us, were taken along 
to this War, and the Meſfenian: at Pylus then hold- 
en by the Athenians. Moreover the Megarean Out- 
laws, tho' not many, by advantage taken of their 
Oh 81 3  Milery, 
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Miſery, were fain to fight againſt the Selinuntiang 
that were Megareans likewiſe. But now the reſt cf 
their Army was rather voluntary. The ' Argives 
not fo much for the League as for their Enmity 


with the Lacedemonians and their preſent particu- 
lar Spleen, followed the Athenians to the War tho 


Jonique, againſt Dorians. And the Mantineans and 


other Arcadian Mercenaries went with him, as Men 
accuſtomed ever to invade the Enemy ſhewed them, 
and now for Gain, had for Enemies as much as any 
| thoſe other Arcadians which went thither with the 
Corinthians. The Cretaus and AMtolians were all 
Mercenary, and it fell out that the Cretaus, who 
together with the Rhodians were Founders of Gela, 
not only took not part with their Colony, but 
fought againſt it willingly for their Hire. And 
Jome Acarnanijans alſo went with them for Gain, but 
moſt of them went as Confederates, in love to De- 
moſthenes, and for good Will to the State of ' Athens, 
And thus many within the bound of the Jonias 
Gulf. Then of Italians fallen into the ſame neceſſi- 
to of ſeditious Times, there went with them to 
this War, the Thurjans, and Metapontians. Of 
Greek Sicilians, the Naxians and Catangans, Of 


Barbarian, the Egefeans, who alſo drew with them 


the moſt of thoſe Greek Sicilians. Without Sicily, 
there went with them ſome Thuſcaus, upon Quar- 
rels between them and the Syracuftans, and ſome 
apysgiau Mercenaries. Theſe were the Nations that 
oflowed the Army of the Athenians 
On the other ſide, there oppoſed them, on the 
art of the n the Camarineans their 
HBorderers. And beyond them again the Geloan 
And then (the Agrigentines not ſtirring) beyon 


them again the {ame way, the Selinuntians. Theſe 
inhabit the part of Sicily that lieth oppoſite to 
Afi r : ck. Then the Himer 8ans on the ide that lieth 
$2 the Tyrrbexs dea, where they are the only Gre: 
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cans inhabiting, and only aided them. Theſe 
were their Confederates of the Greek Nation, with- 
in Sicily; all Doreans and free States. Thenof the 
Barbarians there, they had the Siculz, all but what 
revolted to the Athenians. For Grecians without 
bicily, the Lacedamonians ſent them a Spartan Com- 
mander, with ſome Helots, and the xeſt * freed 
Men. Then aided them both with Gallies and 
with Land Men the Corinthians only; and for 
Kindreds ſake, the Leucadians and Ambraciots. 
Out of Arcadia, thoſe Mercenaries ſent by the 
Corinthians. And Sicyontans on conſtraint. And 
from without Peloponneſus, the Bæotians, To the 
foreign aids, the Sicilians themſelves, as being great 
Cities, added more in every kind than as mach 
again; for they got together Men of Arms, Gal- 
hes and Horſes, great ſtore, and other number in 
abundance, And to all theſe again the Syracuſans 
themſelves added, as I may ſay, above as much 
more, in reſpect of the | greatneſs both of their 
City and of their danger. | 240 
Theſe were the Succours aſſembled on either 
part, which were then all there, and after them 
came no more neither to the one ſide nor the other. 
No marvel then, if the Syracufians thought it a noble 
maſtery, if to the Victory by Sea already gotten, 
they could add the taking of the whole Atbhenian 
Army, ſo great as it was, and hinder their eſcape 
both by Sea and Land. 


Preſently therefore they fall in hand with Rop- 


Ping up the mouth of the great Haven, being about 


eight Furlongs wide, with Gallies laid crols, and 
Lighters and Boats upon their Anchors, and with- 
al prepared whatſoever elſe was neceſlary, in 9 ale 


the Athenians would hazard another Battle, medita- ; 


ting on no ſmall matters in any thing.

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The Athenians ſeeing the ſhutting up of the 
Haven, and the reſt of the Enemies Deſigns: 
thought good to go to Counſel upon it ; and the 
Generals and Commanders of Regiments having 
met, and conſidered their preſent Wants, both 
otherwiſe, and in this, that they neither had pro- 
viſion for the preſent, (for upon their Reſolution to 
be gone, they had ſent before to Catana to forbid 
the ſendling in of any more) nor were likely to 
have for the future, unleſs their Navy got the up- 
per hand, they reſolved to abandon their Camp 
above, and to take in ſome place, no greater than 
needs they muſt, near unto their Gallies with a 


Wall, and leaving ſome to keep it, to go aboard 


with the reſt of the Army, and to man every Gal- 
iy that they had, ſerviceable and leſs ſerviceable, 
and having cauſed all ſorts of Men to go aboard and 
ght it out, if they got the Victory, to go to Cataua; 
If not, to make their retreat in order of Battle, by 
Land chaving firſt ſet fite on their Navy) the 
neareſt way unto ſome amicable place, either Bar- 
barian or Grecian, that they ſhould beſt be able to 
reach untò before the Enemy. As they had con: 

cluded, ſo they did; for they both came down to 
the Shore from their Camp above, and'alſo'manned 
every Gally they had, and compelled: to' go on 
board every Man of age, of any ability whatſo- 


ever. 80 the Whole Navy was (manned, to the 


number of 110 Callies, upon which they had ma- 
ny Archers and Darters, both Acarnanians and 
other Strangers, and all things elſe provided accord - 
Ing to their means and purpoſe. And: Nicias, 
when almoſt every thing was ready, perceiving the 
Solkliers to be dejected for being ſo far overcome by 
ea,” contrary” to their Cuſtom, and yet in reſpect of 
he ſcarcity af Victual, deſirous as ſoon as could 
be to fight, called them together, and encouraged 
them then the firſt time, with words to this effect? 
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The Oration of Nictas. . 
r Oldiers, Athenians, and other our Confederates, 
; Þ though the trial at band will be common to all 
alike, and will concern the ſafety and Country, no leſs 
of each of us, than of the Enemy : (For if our Gal- 
lies get the Victory, we may every one ſee his Native 
City again) yet ought we not to be diſcouraged, like 
Men of no Experience, 'who failing in their firſt ad- 
ventures, ever after carry a fear ſuitable to their niſ- 
fortunes. But you Athenians bere preſent, having 
had experience already of many Wars, and yon our 
Cmfeterates, that have always gone along with our 
Armies, remember how often the event falleth out 
otherwiſe in War than one would think; and in hope 
that Fortune will once alſo be of our fide, prepare: 
your ſelves to fight again, in ſuch manner as ſhall be. 
worthy the number you ſee your ſelves to be. What 
we thought would be helps in the narrowneſs of the 
Haven, againſt ſuch a multitude of Gall ies, as will 
by there, and againſt the Proviſion of the Enemy upon 
their Decks, whereby we were formerly annoyed, we 
have with the Maſters now conſidered them all, and as 
well as our preſent means will permit, made them. 
ready. For many Archers and Darters ſhall go aboard, 
and that multitude, which if we had been to fight in 
the main Sea, we would not have nſed, becauſe by. 
flngging the Gallies, it would take away the uſe of Skill, 
will nevertheleſs be uſeful here, where we are forced 
to make a Land Fat from aur Gallies. We have alſo. 
deviſed, inflead of what ſhould have been provided 
for in the building of our Gallies againſt. the thick- 
ſs of the beaks of theirs, which did moſt hurt us, 
to laſh their Gallies unto ours with Iron Grapnels, 
whereby (if the Men of Arms do their part) we. 
may keep the Gallies. which once came cloſe up, from. 
falling back again. For we are brought: to a neceſity

except what our Men on Land fhall make good, the

fer your {elves to be beaten back unto the Shore. But 
when Gally to Gally ſhall once bs fallen cloſe, never 
think any cauſe worthy to make you part, _ you 
have firft beaten off the Men of Arms of the Enemy 
from their Decks. And this © fpeak to you rather 
that are Men of Arms, than to the Mariners, in as 
much as that part belongeth rather unto you that fight 
above; and in you it lieth, even yet to atchieve- the 

Fictory, for the moſt part with the Land Men. Nor 

for the Mariners, 1 adviſe, and withal befeech them 

not to be too much daunted with the loſſes paſt, having 
nom both a greater number of Gallies, and greater 

Forces upon the Decks. Think it a pleaſure worth 

preſerving, that being taken, by your knowledge of the 

Language, and imitation of our Faſhions for Athe- 

nians, (though you be not ſo) you are not only admired 

for it through all Greece, hut alſo partake of our 
dominion in matter of profit no leſs than our ſel bes; 


aud for awfulneſs to the Nations ſubject, aud pro- 
tests ĩon from injury, more. Tou therefore that alone 


rticipate. freely of our Dominion, cannot with any 
Juſtice betray. the ſame. In deſpight therefore of the 


Corinthians, whom you bave often vanquiſhed , aud 


of the Sicilians; who as long as aur Fleet was at the 
beft, durſt never ſo much as ftand us, repel them, and 
make it appear, that your knowledge even with weak- 
meſs and loſs," is better than the firength of another 


with Fortune. Again, to ſuch of you as are Athe- 


nians T maſt remember this, that you have no more ſuch 


Fleet: in your Harbours, nor ſuch able Men of Arms; 


and that if ought happen to you but Victory, your 
Enemies here will preſently be upon you at home; and

Being there- 
fore in this one Battle to fight both for your ſelves 
and them; be therefore valiant now if ever, and bear in 
mind every one of you, that. you that go now aboard are 
the Land Forces, the Sea Forces, the whole Eſtate, 
and great Name of Athens. For which, if any 
Fay excel others in _ 2 pada be 2 never 
ew it more opportunely than now, when be may both

* * not only anr former Acts bave been honous 
rable, but that we are to fight now alſo for 
bonour, (Men of Syracuſe, and Confederates) the 
moſt of yon ſeem to know already (for elſe you never 
would ſo valiant ly have undergoue it.) And if there 
be any Man that is not ſq Jen ible of it as be ought, 
pe will make it appear unto him better. For whereas 
the Athenians came into this Country with defign firſt 
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to enſlave Sicily, and then if that ſucceeded, Pelo. 
ponneſus and the reſt of Greece. And whereas al- 
ready they had the greateſt Dominion of any Greciang 
whatſoever, either preſent or paſt, Tou, the firſt that 
ever withſtood their Navy, wherewith they were every 
where ' Maſters, have in the former Battles overcome 
them, and ſhall in likelthood overcome them again in 
this. For Men that are cut ſhort where they thought 
themſelves to exceed, become afterwards further out of 
opinion with themſelves than they would have been if 
4 had never thought ſo. And when they come ſhort 
of their hope in things they glory in, they come ſhort 
alſo in courage of the true ſtrength of their Forces. 
And this is likely now to be the Caſe of the Atheni- 
ans. Whereas with us it falleth out, that our former 
courage wherewith, though unexperienced, we durſt 
fand them, being now confirmed, and an opinion ad: 
ded of being the ftronger, giveth to every one of us a 
double hope. And in all Enterprizes, the greateſt 
hope conferreth for the moſt part the greateſt courage.

As for their imitation of our Proviſions, they are 


things we are acquainted withall, and we ſhall not in 
auy kind be unprovided for them. But they when

moſt certain intelligence. FIN The” 
Overwhelmed wiith Calamities, and forced by the 
difficulties which they are in at this preſent, they are 
romn deſperate, not truſting to their Forces, but 
pilling to put themſelves upon the deciſion of Fortune 
as well as they inay, that ſo they may either go out by 
force, or elſe make their retreat afterward by Land, 
as Men whoſe eftates cannot change into the worſe. 
Againſt. ſuch confuſion therefore, and againſt the 
fortune of our greateſt Enemies, now betraying it ſelf 
into our hands, let us . fight with anger, and with an 


opinion not only that it is moſt lawful to fulfill our 


hearts deſire upon theſe oun Enemies that f uſti fed their 
coming bither, as a righting of themſelves axainſt an 
aſfailant ; but alſo that to be revenged oj an Enemy - 
is both moſt natural, and as is moſt commonly ſaid; 
the ſweeteſt thing in the World. And that they are 
our Enemies, and our greateſt Enemies, you all well 
enough know, ſeeing they come hither into our Domi- 
nion to bring us into Servitude. Wherein if they 
had ſped, they had put the Men to the greateſt Tor- 
tures, the Women and Children to the greateſt diſbone- 
H, and the whole City to the moſt ignominious - 
name in the World. In regard whereof, it is, not fit 
that any of you ſhould be ſo tender as to think it gain, 
if they go away without putting youto further danger, 
for ſo they mean to do tho' they get the Victory: But 
both to be revenged of theſe, and to deliver unto all 
Sicily their liberty which they enjoyed before, but nom 
it more aſſured. Honourable is that Combat, and fare 
are thoſe bazards wherein the failing bringeth little 
lofs, and the Succeſs a great deal of Profit. 
When Gylippus and the Commanders of the Sy- 
racuſians had in this manner encouraged their Sol- 
diers, they preſently put their Men aboard, per- 
ceiving the Athenians to do the ſame, | 
Mi ia 
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Nici as perplexed with this preſent eſtate, and 


ſeeing how great and how near the danger was, 
being now on. the point to put forth from the Har. 


*bour, and doubting (as in great Battles it falleth 


out) that ſomewhat in every kind was ſtill want- 
ing, and that he had not yet ſufficiently ſpoken his 
mind, called unto him again all the Captains of 


Gallies, and ſpake unto them every one by their 


Fathers, their Tribes, and their proper Names, 
and entreated every one of them that had Reputa- 
tion in any kind, not to betray the ſame; and 


thoſe whoſe Anceſtors were eminent, not to deface 


their hereditary Vertues; remembring them of 


their Countries Liberty, and the Uncontrolled Power 


of 4 Men to live as they pleaſed 5 and ſaying what- 
ever 'elſe in ſuch a pinch Men are accuſtomed, 


not out of their Store to : utter things ſtale, and in 


All occaſions the ſame, touching their Fives, Chil 


Axen, and Patrial Gods, but ſuch things as being 
thought by them available in the preſent diſcourage 


ment, they uſe to cry into their Ears. And when 
he thought he had admoniſhed them not enough, 
but as much as the time would permit, he went his 
way and drew out thoſe Forces that were to ſerveon 
Land on the Sea ſide, and imbattelled them fo, as 
they might take up the greateſt length of ground 
they were able, thereby fo much the more to con- 


Firm the courage of them that were aboard. And 


Demoſthenes, Menander, and Eudemins, (for thoſe of 
the Athenian Commanders went NT) putting 
forth of the Harbour, went immediately to the 
Lock of the Haven, and to the paſſage that was 
left open, with intention to forte their way out. 


But the Syracnuſians and their Confederates, being 
ont already with the ſame number of Gallies, they 
had before diſpoſed part of them to the Guard of 

the open paſſage, and the reſt in eircle about the 
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8 TE, . \ | 
Haven, to the end they might fall upon the Athe- 
aians from all parts = once, and that their Land 
Forces might withal be near to aid them whereſo- 
erer the Gallies touched. In the Syracuſſan Navy, 
commanded Sicanns and Agathdrchns, each of them 
over a Wing, and Pythen with the Corinthians had 


the middle Battle. After the Athenians were come 


to the Lock of the Haven, at the firſt charge they 
overcame the Galltes placed there to guard it, and 


endeavoured to break open the Bars thereof, But 


when afterwards the Syracufians and Confederates 
came upon them from every fide, they fought not 


at the Lock only, but alſo in the Haven it ſelf. 


And the Battle was ſharp, and fach as thete had 
never before been the like. For the courage where« 
with the Mariners on both ſides brought up their 
Gallies to any part they were bidden, was very 


great, and great was the plotting and counterplot- 


ting, and contention one againſt another of the 
Matters. . Alſo the Soldiers when the Gallies boatd- 
ed each other, did their utmoſt to excel each other 
in all points af skill that could be uſed from the 
Decks, and every Man in the place aſſigned him, 
put himſelf forth to appear the ſoremoſt. But many 
Gallies falling cloſe together in a narrow compaſs 
(tor they were the moft Gallies that in any Battle 
they had ufed, and fought in the leaſt room, being 
little fewer on the one ſide and the other than 
200) they ran againſt each other but ſeldom, be- 
cauſe there was no means of retiring, nor of paſ- 
lng by; but made aſſaults upon each other oftner, 
as Gally with. Gally, either flying or purſuing, 
chanced to fall foul. - And as long as a Gally Was 
making up, they that ſtood on the Decks uſed their 
Darts and Arrows, and Stones in abundance,” but 
being once come cloſe, the Soldiers at hand-ftrokes 
attempted to board each other. And in many places 
it ſo fell out through want of room, that * | 
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which ran upon a Gally on one ſide, were run upon 


themſelves on the other; and that two Gallies, or 


ſometimes more, were forced to lie aboard of one, 
and that the Maſters were at once to have a care, 


not in one place only, but in many together, how 


to defend on the one fide; and how to offend. on 
the other. And the great noiſe of many Gallies 
fallen foul of one another, both amazed them and 


took away their hearing of what their Director: 


directed; for they directed thick and loud on both 
* tides, not only as Art required, but out of their 
preſent eagerneſs; the Athenians crying out to 


theirs to force the paſſage, and now if ever, valiants 


Iy to lay hold upon their ſafe return to their Coun- 
try: and the Syracuſians and their Confederates to 
theirs; how honourable a thing to every one of 
them it would be to hinder their eſcape, and by; 
this Victory to improve every Man the honour of. 
his own Country. Moreover the Commanders of 
either ſide, where they ſaw any Man without ne- 


ceſſity to row à Stern, would call unto, the Captain 
of the Gally by his name, and ask him, The Athe-. 


ian, Whether he retired becauſe he thought the 
moſt hoſtile Land to be more their friend than the 
Sea, which they had ſo long been Maſters of? The 
Syracufians. theirs, whether when they knew that 
the Athenians deſired earneſtly by any means to 
fie, they would nevertheleſs flie from the Fliers ? 

Whilſt the Conflict was upon the Water; the Land- 
men had a Conflict, and fided with them in their 
Affections. They of the place contending; for in- 


creaſe of the honours they had already gotten, and. 


the Invaders fearing a worſe eſtate than they were 
already in. 
whole Fortune at ſtake in their Gallies, were in 
ſuch a fear of the Event, as they had never been 
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in the like; and were thereby of neceſſity to bes 


hold the fight upon the Water witk very different 


bond, For the ſight being. near, and not look® 
ng all of them upon one and the ſame part, he 
that au their own fide prevail, took heart and fell 
to calling upon the Gods, that they would not de- 
five tHe of their ſafety; and they that ſaw! 
them have the _ worſe, not only lamented; but 
ſirieked outright, and had their minds more! ſuh< 


dued by the ſight of what was done, than the7̃ 
that were preſent in the Battle it ſelf. Others 


that looked oh ſome part where the Fight was 
equal, becauſe the Contention continued ſo, as they 
could make no Judgment on it, with geſture of 
body on every occaſion, agreeable to their Expecta- 
tion, paſſed the time in a miſerable Perplexityt 
For they were ever within a little either bf eſcap* 
ing, or of periſning. And one might hear in one 
and the ſame Army, as long as the Fight upon the 
Water was indifferent, at one and the ſame time; 
Lamentations, ' Shouts, that they won, that they loft; 
and whatſoever elſe a gteat Army in great fc 


is forced differently to utter. They alſo that were 


aboard ſuffered the ſame, till at laſt the Syrac u ia,ẽ 
and their Confederates, after long feſiſtance on the 
other ſide, put them to Flight, and mianifeſtly preſ- 
ſing, chaſed them with great Clamour and Encou- 
ragement of their own, to the Shore. And the 
Sea Forces making to the Shore, ſome one way and 
ſome another, except only ſuch as were loſt by 
being far from it, eſcaped into the Harbour: And 
the Army that was upon the Land, no longer noi 
of different Paſſions, with one and the ſame vehe⸗ 


mence, all with Shrieks and Sighs, unable to ſuſs 


tain what befel, ran part to ſave the Gallies, part 


to the defence of the Camp z and the" refidue, who

For the Lacedemonians. then belid es. bi 
Joſs of their Fleet, loſt the Men which they 
ſet over into the Iſland, and the Ae IH 
(without: ſome! accident not to be expected) were 
ont of all hope to ſave themſelves by Land, Aﬀer 
this cruel Battle, and many Gallies and Men on 
either ſide conſumed, the Syracuſians and their Con- 
federates having the Victory took up the Wreck, 
and Bodies of their Dead, and returning into the 
City; erected a Trophy. But the Athenians, in 
reſpe& of the greatneſs of their pit, Loſs, never 
thought upon asking leave to take up their Dead or 
Wreck, but fell immediately to Conſultation! how 
to de gone the ſame 89 And Demoſthenes com: 
ing —2  Nictas, -delivere his opinion for going 
once again aboard, and forcing the pallage, if, it 
were poſſible betimes the next Morning; ſayin 
of their Gallies which were yet remaining, an 
ſerviceable, were more than ito ſe of the Enemy, 
(for the Athenians had yet left them about -60, wil 
the Syracyfians under 50, 1 5 when MNicias ap: 
proved the advice, and 2 have manned out the 
Gallies, the Mariners refuſed to go aboard, as being 
not only dejected with their defeat, but alſo with- 
ont opinion of ever having the upper hand any 
more.

Army in ſuch places as they thought convenient. 
And with their Gallies they rowed to the Harbour 
of the Athenians and towed their Gallies away from 
the Shore; ſome few whereof they burnt, as the 
Athenians themſelves meant to have done; but the 
reſt at their leiſure, as any of them chanced in any 
place to drive a Shore, they afterwards haled into 
— the City. After this, when every thing ſeemed 
unto Nicias and Demoſthenes, ſufficiently prepared, 
they diſlodged, being now the third day from their 
It was a lamentable departure, not only for the 
articulars, as that they marched away with the 
oſs of their whole Fleet, and that in ſtead of their 
great hopes, they had indangered both themſelves 
and the State, but alfo for the dolorous objects 
which were preſented both to the eye and mind of 
every of them in particular in the Ieaving of their 
Camp. For the dead lying unburied, When any 
one ſaw his Friend on the ground, it ſtrook himat 
once both with fear and grief. But the living that 
were ſick or wounded, both grieved them more 
than the dead, and were more miſerable. For with 
Intreaties and Lamentations they put them toa 
ſand, pleading to be taken along by whomſoever 
they ſaw of their Followers or Familiars, and hangs 
ing on the Necks of their Comrades, nd following, 
as far as they were able. And when the ſtrength 
of their Bodies failed that they could go no further, 
with Ah-mees and Imprecations were there left. 
Inſomuch as the whole Army filled with 7 ö 
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place were hoſtile, and they had fuffered already, 


and feared to ſuffer in the future more than with 
Tears could be expreſſed, | but hung down their

For whereas they came 
with a purpoſe to enſlave others, they departed in 
greater fear of being made Slaves themſelves, and 
inſtead of Prayers and Hymns, with which they 
put to Sea, they went back again with the contra- 
ry Maledictions: and whereas they came out Sea - 
men, they departed Landmen, and relied not up- 
on their Naval Forces, but upon their Men of 
Arms.

And feeing the Syracuſſans 
purſuing him, he went not on, but put his Men in 
order to fight, till by his ſtay he was encompaſſed 

and reduced, he and the Athenians with him into 
great diſorder. For being ſhut up within a place 
encloſed round with a Wall, and Which on either 

fide had a way open amongſt abundance of Olive- 
re trees, they were charged from all ſides at once

ed, to the number of 6000 Men, and the Silver 
they had they laid it all down, caſting it into the 
hollow of Targets, and filled with the ſame four 
Targets. And theſe Men they carried preſently 
o · eren /.':wt59 
VMicias and thoſe that were with him attained 


the ſame day to the River Erinens, which paſſing, 


he cauſed his Army to ſit down upon a certain 
round, mare elevate than the reſt; where the 
racuſians the next day overtook and told him, 
that thoſe with Demoſtbenes had yielded themſelves, 
and willed him to do the like. But he, not be- 
Iieving it, took Truce for a Horſeman to enquire 
the Truth. Upon return of the Horſeman, and 
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night, they were about to march; But no ſooner 
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fight. And Nias when it was day led his Army 


| forward, the Syracuſſaus and their Confederates ſtill 


preſſing them in the ſame manner, ſhooting and. 
darting at them from every fide. The Athenians 
haſted to get the River Afnarus, not only becauſe 
they were urged on every ſide by the aſſault of the 


many Hogſemen, and other multitude, and thought 


to be more at eaſe when they were over the River, 
but out of wearineſs alſo, and deſire to drink. When 
they were come unto the River, they ruſhed in 
without any order, every Man ſtriving who ſhould 
firſt get over. But the preſſing of the Enemx 
made the paſſage. now more difficult: for being 

forced to take the River in heaps, they fell upon 
and trampled one another under their Feet; and, 
falling amongſt the Spears and Utenſils of the Ars 

my, ſome periſh:d preſently, and others catching 
hold one of another, were carried away together 
down the Stream. And not only the Syracuſans 
ſtanding along the farther Bank being a ſteep one, 
killed the Athenians. with their ſhot from above, 
© they” were ning of theta greedy drinkin?” and 
troubling one/andther in the hollow of the River, hut 


' the Peloponneſians came alſo down and fle then 


with their Swords, and thoſe eſpecially that were, 
in the River. And ſuddenly the Water was'cor-: 
rupted, Nevertheleſs they drunk it, foul as, it was 
with Blood and Mire, and many alſo fought for it. Ta. 
the end, when many dead lay heaped in the River, 
and the Army Was utterly defeated, part at tlie 
River, and part (if any got away) by the Horſe- 
men, Vicias yielded himſelf unto Gylippus, (having, 
more confidence in him than in thagyrocufianay 
To be for bis own perſon at the diſcretion of bim and 


made of the Soldiers. Gylippus from thenceforth 
cbmmanded to take Priconers, So the reſidue, ex- 
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cept ſuch as were . from them (which were 
many) they carried alive into the City. They 
ſent alſo to purſue the 300 which broke through 
their Guards in the night, and took them. That 
which was left together of this Army to the pub- 
Lick, was not much; but they that were conveyed 
away oy ſtealth were very many: and all Sicily, 
was filled with them, becauſe they were hot taken 
as thoſe with Demoſthenes were, by Compoſition. 
Beſides, a great part of theſe were ſlain ; for the 
ſlaughter at this time was exceeding great, none 
greater in all the Sicilian War. They were alſo 
not a few that died in thoſe other aſſaults in their 
March, . Nevertheleſs many alſo eſcaped, ſome 


then preſently, and ſome nin away after 
of whom was Catana.

As for 


thoſe in the Quarries, the Syracnfians handled them 


at firſt but ungently : for in this hollow place, 


firſt the Sun and ſuffocating Air (being without 
Roof) annoyed them one way; and on the other 


ſide, the nights coming upon that heat, autumnal 
and cold, put them {by reaſon of the Alteration) 
into ſtrange Diſeaſes. Eſpecially doing all things 
for want of room, in one and the ſame place; and 
the Carcaſſes of ſuch as died of their Wounds, or 
change of air, or other like accident, lying toge- 
ther there on heaps. Alſo the ſmell was intolerable, 
belides that they were afflicted With Hunger and 
Thirſt, For for eight Months. Wgether they al- 
lowed them no more but to ever Man a * Cotyle 


bo N A 


of Water by the Day, and "two Cotyles of Corn. 
And whatſoever milery is probable, that Men in 
ſuch a place may "Lauffer, - they fuffered. Some 50 
days they ved thus thronged. Aﬀerwards retain- 
ing the Athowtans and ſuch Steihkans and Italians as 
were of the Army with them, Rey fold the reft. 
How many were taken in all, it is hard to fay ex- 
atly ; but they were Jobo at the feweſt. And 
this was the greateſt A&ion that hapned in all 
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a War, or at all; that we bave heard of, amon oft 
the Greclans, being to the Victors moſt lotion, 
and moſt'calamitous to the vanquiſhed: For being 
wholly overcome in every kind, and receiving 
mall loſs in nothin ng, chef.

Whereupon Ags their King went out with a Part 
_ of his Army the ſame Winter from Decelea, and le. 
vied Money amongft the Confederates for the 
building of a Navy. And turning into the Meliay 
Gulf upon an old Grudge, took a great Booty from 
the Oct æuns, which he made Money of, and forced 
thoſe of Ptbiotis being Achaians, and others in thoſe 
Parts, Subjects to the Theſalians, (the Theſſalians com. 
plaining, and unwilling) to give him Hoſtages and 
| Money. The Hoſtages he put into Corinth, and 
endeavoured to draw them into the League. 
And the Lacedemonians impoſed upon the States 
Confederate the Charge of building 100 Gallies, 
[chat is to ſay] on their own State, and on the Br 
orians, each 25; on the Phoceans and Locrians x5 ; on 
the Corinthians 15 ; on the Arcadians, Sicyonians, and 
Pelleniant 10; and on the Megareans, Træxeniant, and 
Hermonians 10 , and put all chings elſe in readineſs, 
preſently with the Spring to begin the War, 
The Athenians alſo made their Preparations, as 
they had deſigned, having gotten Timber and built 
their Navy this ſame Winter, and fortified the Pro- 
montory of Saniam, that their Corn - boats might 
come about in Safety. Alſo they abandoned the 
Fort in Laconia, which they had built as they paſſed 


by for Sicily. And generally where there appeared 
Expence upon any thing unuſeful, they contracted 
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came unto Agis, about their Revolt from the-Arbe- 
gien, firſt the Ambaſſadors of the Exbeans,”” Ac- 
cepting the motion, he ſent for Alcamenes the Son of 
Stheneleidas, and for Melant bon, from Laceda mon, to go 
Commanders into Eubæa. Whom; when he Was 
come to him with about 300 freed Men, he was 
now about to ſend over. But in the mean time came 
the Leubians, they alſo deſiring to revolt, and by the 
means of the BH , ' Agis changed his former Re- 
ſolution, and prepared for the Revolt of Lexbos, de- 
ſerring that of Eubæa, and aſſigned them Aleamenes, 
the ſame that ſhould have gone into Eubæa, for their 
Governour, And the Beorians promiſed them ten 
Gallies, and Agi other ten. Now this was done 
without acquanting therewith the State of! Eace- 
damn. For Agi, as long as he was about Decelea 
wich the power he had, had the Law in his own 
Hands, to ſend what Army, and whither he liſted, 
and to leyy Men and Money at his Pleaſure. And 
at this time the Confederates of him (as I may call 
them) did better obey him, than the Confederates 
of the Laredmoniant did them at home. For having

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In the mean time the 1fhmian Games were cele+ 
brating, and che Athenians (for they had Word ſent 
them of ic)- came and ſaw ; and the Buſineſs of the 
Chians grew more apparent. After they went thence, 
they took Order preſently that the Fleet might not 
paſs from Cenchree undiſcovered, And after the Ho- 
Iydays were over, the Corinthians put to Sea for Chias, 
under the Conduct of Alcamenes.' And the Atbeni- 
ant at firſt with equal number came up to them, and 
endeavoured to draw them out into the main Sea. 
But ſeeing: the Peloponn:fians: followed not far, but 
turned another Way, the Aihenians went alſo from 
them. For the ſeven Gallies at Chia, which were 
part of this number, they durſt not truſt. But af- 
terwards having manned thirty ſeyen others, they 
gave Chaſe to the Enemy by the Shore, and drove 
them into Piræus in the Territory of Corinth, (this 
Pireus is a dęſart Haven, and the utmoſt upon the 
Confines of Epidauria.] One Gally that was far 


from Land the Peloponneſians loft, the reſt they 


brought together into the Haven. But the Atbeni- 
ant charging them by Sea with their Gallies, and 
withal ſetting their Men on Land, mightily trou- 
bled and diſordered them, brake their Gallies upon 
Shore, and flew Alcamenes their Commander; and 
ſome they loſt of their own. + . 
The Fight being ended, they aſſigned a ſufficient 
number of Gallies to lie oppoſite to thoſe of the E- 
nemy, and the reſt to lie under a little Iſland not 
ſar off, in which they alſo encamped, and ſent to 
Atbens for Supply. For the Peloponneſians had with 
them for aid of their Gallies, the Corintbians the next

This News of Chius was quickly brought. to the 


. eee who conceiving themſelves to be now 
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vole; would bs no longer quiet in this chejr preſent 
Fear, decteed that thoſe 1000 Talents, which 
through all this War they had affected to keep un- 


touched, forthwith abrogating the Puniſhment or- 


dained for ſuch; as ſpake or gave their Suffrages to 
ſtir it, ſhould; now be. uſed, and therewith Gallies, 
not a few manned. They decreed..alſo; to. ſend 


thither out of hand, under the Command of Strom- 
biebides the Son of Diatimus 8 Gallies, oſ the number 
| of choſe that beſieged the Enemy at Peirens; the 


which having forſaken their Charge to give Chaſe 


to the Gallies that went with Chalcidew, and not 


able to overtake them, were now returned, and 
ſhortly after alſo to ſend Tbraſieles to help them 
with 12 Gallies more, which alſo had departed 
from the ſame. Guard upon the Enemy. And thoſe 
ſeven Gallies of Cbius, which likewiſe kept watch 
at Peireus. with the reſt, they fetched from thence, 
and gave the Bond- men — — in them theit 


Liberty, and the Chains to thoſe that were free. 


And inſtead of all choſe Gallies that kept Guard 


upon the Gallies of the Pelepanneſtiant, they made 


ready other with all ſpeed in their Places, beſides 


30 more which they intended to furniſh out after 


wards. Great was their Diligence, and nothing 
was of light Importance that they went about ſor 


the Recovery of Chius.

Strombichides in the mean time arrived at Samet, 


and taking into his Company one Semian Gally, 


went thence to Tews, and intreated them not to ſtir. 


But towards Tens was Chalcideus alſo coming with 


23 Gallies from Caius, and with him alſo the Land

Cbalcideus and Aleibiades when they had chaſed 
Strombichides into Samos, armed the Mariners that 
were in the Gallies of Peloponneſus, and left them 
in Chius ; inftead of whom they manned Mariners 


of Cbius, both thoſe, and 20 Gallies more, and 


with chis Fleet they went ro Miletus wich intent to 
cauſe it to revolt: For the Intention of Aleibiades 


that was dcquaitited with the principal Mile/fans, 


was to prevent the Fleet which was to come from 


Pehoponneſus, and to turn theſe Cities firſt, that the 
Honour of it might be aſcribed to the Chians, to 
himſelf, to Chalcidews, and (as he had promiſed) to

After this, the ſame Summer, the Chzans, as they 
had begun, perſevering in their Earneſtneſs to 
bring the Cities to revolt, exen without the Lace- 
dæmonians, with their ſingle Forces, and deſiring to 
male as many Fellows of their Danger as they were 
able, made War by themſelves with thirteen Gal. 
lies againſt Lesbos (which was according to what 
was concluded by the Lacedemonians, namely to go 
thither in the ſecond Place,' and thence into the 
Helleſpont.) And withal, the Land Forces both of 
ſuch Peloponneſians as were preſent, and of their Con- 
federates thereabouts, went along by them to Cl;« 
amen and Cyme. Theſe under the Command of 
Eualas a Spartan, and the Gallies of Deiniadas a Man 
of the Parts thereabouts.

lies of Athens ; for Leon came with a Supply of 19 


Gallies more from Atbens afterwards, Afyochus in

the Evening of the ſame Day, taking with hi 
one Gally more of Cbius, took his V ay AT

bs, and the next Day at Ereſſus. Here he heard 
that Mitylene was taken by the Athenians, even with 
the Shout of their Voices.

won the City. When Al yocbus heard this, both 
from the Ereſſians, and from thoſe Chian Gallſes that 
came from Met lymna with Eubulus, (which having 
been left there before, as ſoon as Mitylene was loſt, 


fled, and three of them chanced to meet with him, 


for one was taken by the Atbenian-) he continued 
his Courſe for Aditylene no longer, but having cau- 
ſed Ereſſus to revolt, and armed the Soldiers he had

Men that 1 have heard of, that joined Adviſednels 
to Proſperity, and the more their City increaſed, 
had carried the more reſpect in the Adminiſtration 
thereof to affure it. Nor ventured they now to 
revolt (left any Man ſhould think, that in this 
Act at leaft they regarded not what was the 
ſafeſt) till they had many and ftrong Confederates,

Being therefore ſhut up by Sea, and having their 
Lands Ipoiled, ſome within undertook to make 
the City return unto the Athenians, Which though

City with four Gallies that were with him from 


Eytbræ, they took Advice together, how by ta- 


king Hoſtages. or ſome other gentle way to make 
them give over the Conſpiracy, Thus ſtood the 
Buſineſs of the Chians. 7 es 
la the end of this Summer a thouſand five hun- 
dred Men of Arms of Athens, and. a thouſand of 
4 (for the Athenians had put Armour upon 


five hundred light-armed Argives) and of other 


Confederates. a thouſand more, with forty eight 
Gallies, reckoning thoſe which were for 'Tranſs 
portation of Soldiers, under the Conduct of Phry- 
nichus, Onomacles, and Scironidas, came into Samos, 
and croffing over to Miletus, encamped before ir. 
And the a4ilefians ifſued forth wich eight hundred 
Men at Arms of their own, beſides the Peloponne- 
fans that came with Chalcideur, and ſome auxiliar 
Strangers with Tiſſaphernes, (Tiſ/aphernes himſelf be- 
ing there. alſo with his Cavalry) and fought with 
the Athenians and their Confederates. The Argizes 
who made one Wing of themſelves, advancing be- 
fore the reſt, and in ſome Diſorder in Contempt 
of the Enemy, as being Ioniant, and not likely co 
ſuſtain their Charge, were by the Mileſians overs 
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come, and loſt no leſs than 300 of their Men Bu 
tlie Atbeniant, when they had firſt overthrown the 
Peloponneſians, and then beaten back the Barbarians and 
other Multitude, and not fought with the AMilefrans 
at all, (for they, after they were come from the 
Chaſe of the Argives, and ſaw their other Wing 
defeated, went into the Town) fate down with 
their Arms, as being now Maſters of the Field, 

_. Cloſe under the Wall of the City. It fell out in this 
Battel, that on both ſides the. Ioniques had the better 
of the Doriques. For the Athenians overcame the 
- oppoſite Peloponneſians, and the Milefians the Argives. 
The Atbenians after they had erected their Trophy, 
the Place being an Ifbmus, prepared to take in the 
Town with a Wall; ſuppoſing, if they got Mila, WW 
the other Cities would eaſily come in. In the mean 
time it was told them about Twilight, that the 55 
Gallies from Peloponneſus and Sicily were hard by, 
and only not already come. For there came into 
Peloponneſus out of Sicily, by the Inſtigation of 
Hermocrate to help to conſummate the Subverſion 
of the Athenian State, twenty Gallies of Syracuſe, 
and two of Selinus. And the Gallies that had been 
preparing in Peloponnęſus being then alſo ready, they 
were, both theſe and the other, committed to the 
Charge of Theramenes, to be conducted by him to 
Aſtjochus the Admiral. And they put in firſt at 
Eleus, an Ifland over againſt Miletus, and being 
advertiſed there, that the Atbeniant lay before the 
Town, they went from thence into che Gulph of 
Laſus, to learn how the Affairs of the Milefians ſtood, 

\ Alcibiades coming a Horſe-back to Teichjiuſſa, of 
the Territory of Miletus, in which Pare of the 
Gulph the Peloponneſian Gallies lay at Anchor, they | 
were informed by him of the Battle; for Aleibiadu 
was with the Milefians and with ee preſent 
in it. And he exhorted them (unleſs they meant 
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to loſe what they had in Ionia, and the whole buſi- 
neſs) to ſuccour Miletus with all ſpeed, and not to 
ſuffer it to be taken in with a Wall. According to 
this they concludgd to go the next Morning and re · 
lieve it. Phrynichus, when he had certain Word 
from Derus of the Arrival of thoſe Gallies, his Cole 
leagues adviſing to ftay and fight it out with their 
Fleet, ſaid that he would neither do it himſelf, nor 
ſuffer them to do it, or any other, as long as he 
could hinder it. For ſeeing he might fight with 
them hereafter, when they ſhould know againſt 
how many Gallies of the Enemy, and with what 
Addition to their own, ſufficiently, and at Leiſure 
made ready, they might do it; he would never, he 
ſaid, for fear of being upbraided with Baſeneſs 
(ſor it was no Baſeneſs for the Atbenians to let their 
Navy give way upon occaſion; but by what means 
ſoever it ſhould fall out, it would be a great Baſee 
neſs to be beaten) be ſwayed to hazard Battle a- 
gainſt Reaſon, and not only to diſhonour the State, 
but alſo to caſt it into extream Danger. Seeing 
that ſince their late Loſſes it hath ſcarce been fit, 
with their ſtrongeſt Preparation, willingly, no 
nor urged by precedent Neceſſity to undertake, 
how then without Conſtraint to ſeek out voluntary 
Dangers? Therefore he commanded them with 
all ſpeed to take aboard thoſe that were wounded, 
and their Land-men, and whatſoever Utenſils they 
brought with them, but to leave behind whatſoe» 
yer they had taken in the Territory of the Enemy, 
to the end that their Gallies might be the lighter, 
and to put off for Samos, and thence when they had 
all their Fleet together to make out againſt the 
Enemy, as occaſion ſnhould be offeree. 
As Phrynichus adviſed this, ſo he put it in Execu- 
tion, and was eſteemed a wiſe Man, not then on- 
ly, but afterwards ; nor in this only, but in hatz

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 ſoever elſe he had the ordering of. Thus the 4che 
nians preſently in the Evening, with their Victory 
unperſect, diſlodged from before Miles. From 
Samos, the Argives in Haſte and in Anger for their 

' Overthrow went home,  'oeOa 3 
The Peloponneſſans ſetting forth betimes in the 
Morning from Teichiuſſa, put in at Miletus and ſtaid 
there one Day. The next Day they took with them 
thoſe Gallies of Chius, which had formerly been 
chaſed together with Chalcideus, and meant to have 
returned to Teichiuſſa, to take aboard ſuch Neceſſys 

| ries as they had left on Shore, But as they were 
going, Tiſ/aphernes came to them with his Land- 


Amorgei the King's Enemy then lay. Whereupon 
they aſſaulted Jaſus upon a ſudden, and (they 


the Athenians) took it. The greateſt Praiſe in this 
Action was given to the Syraciſiant. Having taken 
Amorges, the Baſtard Son of Piſſuthnes, but a Rebel 
to the King, the Peloponneſians delivered him to Ti 
ſaphernes to carry him, if he would, to the King, as 
he had Order to do. The City yy pillaged, 
wherein, as being a Place of ancient Riches, the 
Army got a very conſiderable Quantity of Money. 
The auxiliary Soldiers of Amorges they received 
without doing them hurt into the Army, being 
for the moſt part Peliponneſians. The Town it ſelf 
ſelf they delivered to Tiſaphernes, with all the Pri- 
ſoners as well free as bond, upon Compoſition with 
him at a Darique ſtater by the Poll. And fo they 
returned to Miletus. And from hence they ſent 
Padaritus the Son of Leon, whom the Laced emoniant 
had ſent hither to be Governour of Chins,” to En- 
thre, and with him the Bands that had aided Am- 
. by Land, and made Philip Governour there, in 
Miletus. And ſo this Summer endet. Th

After they had ſtaid there eight Days in t 
regard of the Winds, ſpoiling and deſtroying, and hi

Aſter this, Pedaritas who ' was now at Erjtbras, 
hicher he was come from Miletus by Land, came 
pver wich his Forges into Chiu.

Les hy brought oyer with him, he had the Soldiers 
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which were of the five Gallies that game thither 
with Chalcideus, and were left there to the number

No ſome of the Lesbian having promiſed to re- 


volt, Aftyochus communicated the Matter with Pe- 
daritus and the Chians, alledging how meet it would 


be to go with a Fleet and make Lesbos to revolt, for 
that they ſhould either get more Confederates, or 


failing, they ſhould at leaſt weaken the Atbenians. 


But they gave him no Ear; and for the Chian Gal- 
lies, Pædarita told him plainly he ſhould have none 
of them.

Aſtyocbus, upon a Letter ſent 


him from Pædaritus, ſignifying that there were 


come certain © Erjtbrean Captives diſmiſſed from S- 
mos, with Deſign to betray Erythræ, went pre- 


ſently back to Eryibre, ſo little he miſled of fallin 
into the Hands of the Athenians. Pædaritus allo 


went over to him, and having narrowly enquired 


touching: theſe ſeeming Traitors, and found thar 
the whole matter was but Pretence,which the Men 
had uſed for their Eſcape from Samos, they acquit;

And 
having in other things inſtructed them how tg 
make the beſt of the Matter, they ſent them away 
immediately after the Government was changed, 
Fearing (as alſo it fell out) left the Seafaring Mul- 
titude would not only not continue in this Oli 
garebical Form themſelves; but (the Miſchief be. 
ginning there) would depoſe them alſo. 
For in Samos there was a Commotion about the 
Oligarchy already. And this that followeth happe 
ned about the ſame that the 400 were ſet up in 
Athens. - Thoſe Samiant that had riſen againſt the 
Nobility and were of the Peoples ſide, turning 
when P;/ander came thither, at the Perſuaſion of 
him and of thoſe Athenians in Samos that were his 


.Complices, conſpired together to the Number of 


300,and were to have aſſaulted the reſt as Populars ; 
and one Hyperbolus, a lewd Fellow, who not for 
any Fear of his Power, or for any Dignity, but for 
Wickedneſs of Life, and Diſhonour he did the City, 
had been baniſhed by 'Ofraci/m, they flew. ; abet- 
ted therein both by | Charminus, one of the Com- 


-manders, and by other 4rbenians that were amongit 


them, who had given them their Faith; and to- 
gether. with theſe they committed other Fads of 
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the ſame kind, and were fully bent to have aſſault- 


ted the Popular ſide, but they having gotten no- 
tice thereof, made known the Deſign both to the 
Generals Leon and Diomedon, (for theſe being ho- 
noured by the People, endured the Oligarchy un- 
willingly) and alſo to Thrafibulus Thraſfillus, whereof 
one was Captain of a Gally, andthe other Captain 
of a Band of Men of Arms, and to ſuch others 
continually. as they thought ſtood in greateſt 
Oppoſition to the Conſpirators; and required 
of them, that they would not ſee them deſtroyed, 
and Samos alienated from the Athenians, by the only 


Means of which their Dominion had till this time 


kept it ſelf in the State it is in; They hearing it, 
went to the Soldiers, and exhorted them one by 


one, not to ſuffer it, eſpecially to the Paralians 


(who were all Athenians and. Free-Men come thi- 
ther in the Gally called Paralus, and had always 
before been Enemies to the Oligarchy, And Leon, 
and Diomedon, whenſoever they. went forth any whi- 


ther, left chem certain Gallies for their Guard.) So 


that when the zoo aſſaulted them, the Commons of 


the Samians, with the Help of all theſe, an deſpe ci l- 


ly of the Paralians, had the upper hand, and of the 
300 ſlew 30. Three of the chief Authors they ba- 


niſhed, and bury ing in Oblivion. the Fault of the 


| reſt, governed the State from that time forward as

. fratus a Man of Athens, one that had been forward

that the Arbenians had done, aggravating it to the 
utmoſt; As that they puniſhed every Man with 

© Stripes, to the end that none ſhould contradict 
the Doings of thoſe that bore Rule; and that 
their Wives and Children at home were abuſed ; 

© and that they had an Intention farther to take 
© and impriſon all that were of Kin to any of the 
© Army which was not of their Faction, to the In. 
f.centto kill them if they of Samo would not ſubmit a 
* to their Authority. And many other things he e 
told them, adding Lies of his oon. tl 
When they heard this, they were ready at firſt 
to have fallen upon the chief Authors of the 0/;- 
gerehy, and upon ſuch of the reſt as were Patta- 
kers of it. Yet afterwards, being hindred by ſuch 
as came between, and adviſed them not to over - 
throw che State, the Enemy lying ſo near with 
their Gallies to aſſault them, they gave it over. 
After this, Tbraſybulus the Son of Lycas, and Thras 
ſyllus (for theſe: were the principal Authors of 
the Change) determining now openly to reduce 
the State at Samos to a Democracy, took Oaths of 
all the Soldiers, eſpecially of the Oligarebicali, the 
greateſt they could deviſe, both That they 
1 © ſhould be ſubject to the Democracy, and agree to- 
g gether, and alſo that they ſhould zealouſſy 
pProſecute the Peloponneſiant, and withal be Ene- 
© mies to the 400, and: not have to do with them 
by Ambaſſadors, The Oath was taken by * 
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the Samians that were of Age, and the Athenian 
Soldiers communicated wich them' their whole Af- 
fairs, together with whatſoever” ſhould ſucceed of 
their Dangers, For whom and'for'themſelves they 
made account there was no Refuge of Safety, but 
that if either the 400, or the Enemy at Ailerus 
overcame them, they muſt needs periſn. 

8o there was a Contention at this time, one ide 
compelling the City to a Democracy, the other, the 


Army to an Oligareby. And preſently there was an 


Aſſembly of the Soldiers called, wherein they de- 
rived the former Commanders, and fuch Captains 
of Gallies as they had in Suſpicion of cheir Charge, 

and choſe others, both Captains of Gallies and 

Commanders in their Places, of- which Thra/pbulus 

and Thraſyilus were two. And they ſtood up and 

encouraged one another, both otherwiſe and with 


this, That they had no Cauſe to be dejected for 


the Cities revolting from them; For they at 


„ Arbens being the leſſer Part, had forſaken them, 


who were not only the greater Part, but alſo 
every Way better provided. For they having the 
© whole Navy could compel the reſt of the Cities 
* ſabje& unto them, to pay in their Money as well 
© now as if they were to ſet out from Athens it ſelf. 
* And that they alſo had a City, namely Samos, 


no weak one, but even ſach a one, as when they 


© were Enemies, wanted little of taking the Do- 


1 minion of the Sea from the Atbeniant. That the 


Seat of the War was the ſame it was before; 
© and that they ſhould be better able to provide 
themſelves of things neceſſaty, having che Navy, 


* than they ſhould be that were at home in the 


*. City. And that they at Athens were Maſters of

And the ten Ambaſſadors which 
were ſent to Samos from the Four Hundred, hearing 
of this by the way at Delos, whither they were 
come already, ſtaid ſtill there,  ' | 
About the ſame time alſo the Soldiers of the Pelo- 
fonneſian Fleet at Miletus murmured amongſt them- 
ſelves, that Aſtpochus and Tiſſaphernes . the

being come out from Samos with their Fleet of 82 


Gallies, and riding now at Glauce of the Territo- 


ry of Aycale (for in this Part of Mycale, Samot is 
but a little Way from the Continent) when they 


deſcried the Peloponneſian Fleetcoming againſt them, 
put in again to Samos, as not eſteeming themſelves a 
ſufficient Number to hazard their whole Fortune on 
the Battle. Beſides, they ſtayed for the coming 


of Strombichides from _ Helleſpont to their Aid, (for 
they ſaw that they of Miletus had a Deſire to fight) 
with thoſe Gallies that went from Cbius againſt 


Abydus ;- for they had ſent unto him before. So 
theſe retired into Samos. And the Peloponneſiant, 


putting in at Mycale, there encamped, as alſo did 


the Land Forces of the Milefians, and others of 
the. Country thereabout. The next Day, when 


they meant to have gone againſt Samo, they re- 


ceived 
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ceived News that Strombichides with his-Gallies was 
'arrived out of Helliſpont, and thereupon returned 
preſently to Milet. Then the Athenians on the 
other ſide; with the Addition of theſe Gallies, went 
to Miletus, being now one hundred and-eighe Sail, 
intending to fight: but when no Body came out 
againſt them, they likewiſe went back to Samos. 
Immediately after this, the ſame Summer, the 
"Peloponneſians, who refuſed to come out againſt the 
Enemy, as holding themfelves wich their whole 
Fleet too weak to give them Battle, and were now 
at a Stand how to get Money for the Maintenance 
of ſo great a Number of Gallies, fent Clearchar the 
Son of Rbampbia with forty Gallies (wr gr Fg 
to the Order at firſt from Peloponneſus) to Pbarnaba. 
Kt. For not only Pharnabazus himfelf had ſent 
for, and promiſed to pay them, but they were ad- 
veftiſed beſides, by Ambaſſadors, that Byzantium lad 
a Putpoſe to revolt. Hereupon theſe Peloponneſian 
Gallies having put out into the main Sea, co the end 
that they 4 fox be ſeen as they paſſed by, and 
toſſed with Tem wn, park of them (which were the 
greateſt Number) an Cleareba with them got into 
Delos, and came afterwards to Milerus again: (but Ci. 
arebus went thence again into the 11 75 by Land, 
and had che Command there,) and Part under the

F to have Alcibiades recalled, at length in an Aﬀems 
4 bly perſuaded the Soldiers to the ſame. And when 
e they had decreed for Alcibiades, both his Return 
dad his Security, he went to Tiſapbernes and fetch- 
15 ed Aleibiades to Samo, accounting it their only 
iT Means of Safety to win Tiſapbernes from the Pelo- 


jmneſians to themſelves. An Aſſembly being called, 
Aleibiades complained of and lamented the Cala- 
mity of his own. Exile, and fpeaking much of the 
Buſineſs of the State, gave them no ſmall Hopes 
of the future time hyperbolically magnifying his 
own Power with 7:/aphernes, to the end that both 
they wich held the Oligareby at home, might the 
more fear him, and fo the Conſpiracies diſſolve, 
and alſo thoſe at Samo, the more honour him, and 
take better heart unto themſelves: and withal that 
the Enemy might object the ſame to the uttermoſt 
to Nſſapbernet, and fall from their preſent Hopes. 
Altibiades therefore; with: che greateſt Boaſt that 
could be, affirmed that Tiſſapbernes had undertaken 
to him, that as long as he had any thing left, if he 
might but truſt che Athenians, they ſhould never 
want Maintenance, no though he ſhonld be con- 
ſtrained to make Money of his own Bed; and that 
he would fetch the Phænician Fleet now at Aſpen- 
dus, not to the Peloponneſians, but to the Athenians, 
And that then only he would rely upon'the Athe* 
nian: when Alcibiades called home; ſhould undertake. 
for them; on Jane wo ne 
Hearing this and much more, tliey choſe him pre- 
ſently for General, together with choſe that were 
before, and committed unto them the whole Go- 
vernment of their Affairs. And now thete was not

were ready even then, upon thoſe Words of his, 
contemning the Enemy there preſent, to ſet Sail 
for Pirzus, But he, though many preſſed it, by all 
means forbad their going againſt Piræus, being to 
leave their Enemies ſo near; but ſince they had 
choſen him General, he was, he ſaid, to go to 
| Tiſſaphernes firſt, and to diſpateh ſuch. Buſineſs with 
him as concerned the War. And as ſoon as the 
Aſſembly brake up, he took his Journey accord-. 
ingly, to the end that he might ſeem to communi- 
cate every thing with him, and for that he deſired 
alſo to be in more Honour with him, and to ſhew 
that he was General, and a Man capable to do him 

ood or hurt. And it happened to Alcibiade, that 

e awed the Athenians with Tiſſaphernes; and Tifa- 
pbernes with the Athenians. 55 


When the Peloponneſians that were at Miletus heard 
that Alcibiades was gone home, whereas they miſ- 
truſted IJiſapbernes before, now they much more ac- 
cuſed him. For it ſell out, that when at the com- 
ing of the Athenians with their Fleet before Miletus, 
they refuſed to give them Battel, Tiſſapbernes became 
thereby a great deal ſlacker in his Payment, and 
beſides that he was hated by them before this for 
Alcibiades fake, the Soldiers now meeting in Com · 
anies apart, reckoned up one to another the ſame 
atters which they had noted before; and ſome 
alſo Men of Value, and not the common Soldier 
alone, recounted this withal, how they had never 
had their full Stipend, that the Allowance was 
but ſmall, and yet not continually paid ; and that 
_ unleſs: they either fought, or went to ſome other 
Place where they might have Maintenance, their 
Men would abandon the Fleet, and that the Cauſe 
of all this was in. Aſtpochus, who for private Lucrs 

2 | gave 
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gave way to the Humour of Tſapber nes. Whilſt 
theſe were upon this Conſideration, there happes 


ned alſo 4 certain Tumult about 4fyochus. ,, For the 


Mariners of the Syracuffans and Thurians, by how 
much they were a Multitude that had greater Li- 
berty thafl the reſt, with fo much the ſtouter Im- 
portunity they demanded their Pay. And hie not 
only gave them ſome what an infolenc Anſwer, but 
alſo threatned Doriews, that amongſt the reſt ſpake 
for thé Soldiers under himſelf, 5 lift up his Staff 
againſt hich. When the Soldiers ſaw chat, they 
took up a Cty like Seamen indeed all at once, and 
were running upon 9 — to have ſtrucken him. 
But forefeeing it, he fled to an Altar, and was not 
ſtricken, but they were parted again, | ' | 
The ' Milefians alſo took in a certain Fort in Mis 
lem, built by Tiſſapbernes, having privily aſſaulted 
it, and caſt out the Garriſon that was within 
it. Theſe Things were by the reſt of the Confe. 
derates, and eſpecially by wg. Syracuſians well ap- 
proved of, but Licbha likedthem not; (ſaying it 
behoved the Mileſiant, and the reſt dwelling within 
the King's Dominion, to have obeyed Tiſſapberyes - 
in all moderate things, and, till ſuch time as the 
War ſhould have been well diſpatched, to have cour- 
ted him And the Mili fans, for this and other 
. kind, were offended wich Lichas, and 
yards when he died of Sickneſs, would not 
permit him to be butied in that Place, where the 
Laced æmonians then preſent would have had him. 
- Whilſt they were quarrelling abbut their Buſi- 
neſs wie Afyothur and Tiſſapbernet,  Mindarus com- 
eth in from Lacedamon to ſucceed Aſtyocbus in his 
Charge of the Fleet. Afid as ſooh as he had taken 
the Command upon him, Aſtyocbus departed. But 
with him Tiſſapbernes ſent a Carian, named Cans 
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ire, one. has ſpake * bein he Languages, both 
ta accuſe the Miletsns about the Fort, and allo to 
make an "Apology for himſelf... Knowing that the 
Milefians went principally . to exclaim upon. him, 
and. that Hermecrates went with them, and would 
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bewray how Tiſaphernes, undid the Buſineſs of the.

Peloponnefrans, with Alcibiades, and dealt on both 
Hands. For he was continually at 9 
him, about the Payment of the Soldiers Wages; 
and in the end, when Hermocrates was baniſhed 
from Syracuſe, and other Commanders of the Syrg«. 
cufian Fleet, namely, Poramis, Miſcon and .. Demar-, 
chus,” were. arrived at Mila, Tiſſa bernes lay 
more heavy upon. him, being an Outlaw then 
before, and accuſed him amongſt other things, 
that he had asked him Money, and becauſe be 
could not have it, became his Enemy. So. Aftyo- 
cha and Hermocrates and the Milefans went their 
way to Lcd mn. 

Aleibisdes by this ti was come back fram Zb. 
phernes,. to Samos. And thoſe Ambailadors of the 
Four Hundred, which had been ſent out before to 
mollifie and to inform thoſe. of Samos, came from 
Delos, now, whilſt Aleibiades was preſent. 

An Aſſembly being called, they were offering, 
to ſpeak, but e Soldiers at firſt would not hear 
them, but cried out to have them put to Death, for 
that they had depoſed the People ; yet afterwards 
wich, much ado they were calmed, and. gave.them 
hearing. They declared, Thar the Change bad been 
made for the . Preſervation of the City. not to deſtroy it, 
nor to deliver it to the Enemy; far they could bavs dane 
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dene 7 the Gebel in tbeir Turn. And their 
Friends *werd not (i Chetets bad laid io their Charge) 
ubs ſod, ner bud any Wrong at ul, bue Tewaintil ewe 
one quietly's o bis ne | 
Though chey deliveted this, and much more; yet 


the Soldiers believed them not, but raged fill, and 


declared their Opinions, ſome in one Place; fome 
in another, moſt agreeing in this, to g 4 ainſt 
Piræum And now Aleibiade, appeared the firſt and 
principal Man in doing Service to the Common- 
wealth, For when the "A: bewians at Sam were 
cartied Headlong to inrade themſelves, (in which 
Caſs moſt manifeſtly” the Enemy” had reſently 
poſſeſſed himfelf of fon and Hellipont ) it was

There chanced to be preſent! 2170 be Ambeſſa⸗ 
dors of the Argives, ſent unto the Popular Faction 
of the Athenians in Samos to aſſiſt them. Theſe 


 Aleibiades commended, and 'appoime@ es be ready 
A 22 2 when 
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when they ſhould be called for, and ſo diſmiſled 
them. Theſe Argives came in with thoſe of the 
Paralus that had been beſtoweq formerly in the 
Military Gally by the Four Hundred, to go about 
Eubra, and to convoy Leſpodias, Ariſtophon, and 
Mileſas, Ambaſſadors from the Four Hundred to 
Lacedamon. Theſe, as they ſailed by Argos, ſeized 
on the Ambaſſadors, and delivered them as princi- 
pal Men in depoling of the People to the Argives, 
and returned no more to Athens, but came wich the 
Gally they then were in to Samos, and brought 
with chem theſe Ambaſſadors from the Argives. 
The ſame Summer Tiſepbernes at the time that 
the Peloponnefians were offended with him moſt, 
both for the going home of Aleibiades, and divers 
other things, as now Atticixing, with purpoſe (as 
indeed it ſeemed) to clear himſelf to them con- 
cerning his accuſations, made ready his Journey to 
Aſpendus for the Phenician Fleet, and willed Lichas 
to go along with him ;-ſaying, that he would ſub- 
ſtitute Tamos his Deputy Lieutenant over the At- 
my, to pay the Fleet whilſt himſelf was abſent. 
This matter is diverſly reported, and it is hard 
to know with what Purpoſe he went to Aſpendus, and 
yet brought not the Fleet away with him. For it 
is known that 147 Sail of the Phænicians were come 
forward as far as Aſpendur, but why they came not 

through, the Conjectutes are various. Some think 

it was upon Deſign. (as he formerly intended) to 
wear out the Peloponneſian Forces, for which Cauſe 
alſo Tawes, who had that Charge, made no better 
but rather worſe Payment than himſelf.) Others, 
that having brought the Phenicians as far as Aſpen- 
dus, he might diſmiſs them for Money; (for he ne- 
ver meant to uſe their Service.) Some ſaid it was 
becauſe they exclaimed ſo againſt it LANES, 
and 
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But that which hurt them moſt was the Pretence 
he alledged for not bringing the Fleet in, for he 
ſaid they were not ſo many Sail as the King had 


_ ordained to be gotten together. But ſure he might 


have ingratiated himſelf more in this Buſineſs, by 
diſpatching it with leſs of the King's Money, than 
by ſpending more. But whatſoever was his pur- 
poſe, Tiſſapbernes went to Aſpendus, and was with 
the Phænicians, and by his own Appointment the 
Pelopanneſians lent Philip a Lacedæmonian with him 
with two Gallies, as to take Charge of the Fleet. 
_ Alcibiades, when he heard that Tiſſaphernes was 
{po to Aſpendus, goes after him with thirteen 


_ Gallies, promiſing to thoſe at Sam, a ſafe and great 


Benefit, which was, that he would either bring 
thoſe Phenician Gallies to the Service of the Ath.- 
nians, or at leaſt hinder their coming to the Pelo- 
ponneſians ; knowing, as is likely, the Mind of 73/- 
ſaphernes by long Acquaintance, that he meant not 
to bring them on, and deſiring, as much as he could, 
to procure him the ill Will of the Peloponnefians, for 
the Friendſhip ſhewn to himſelf and to the Arbe-

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#ians, that he might thereby the better engage him 
to take their Ao t. So he preſently put ro Sea,

The Ambaſſadors of the Four Hundred being re- 


furned from Samo to Arbens, and having related 
What they had in Charge from Alcibiades, bow that 
be exborted tbem to bold out, and not give Ground to the 
Enemy, and that he had great Hopes to reconcile them to 
the Army, and to overcome the Pelopannefians ; where- 
as many of the Sharers' in the Oligarchy were for- 
merly diſcontented, and would gladly, if they 
could have done it ſafely, haye quitted the Buſineſs, 
they were now a great deal more confirmed in that 
Mind. And already they had their Meetings a- 
Part, and did caft their Afpertjons on che Govern- 
ment, and had for their Ring leaders ſome of the 


Heads af the Oligerchicals, and ſuch as bare Office 
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Man is not overcome by. his 'Equals, he can better 
btook it. But the great Power of Alcibiades at 
Samos, and the Opinion they had that the: Oligur- 
chy was not like to laſt, was it that moſt evidently 


encduraged them; and thereupon they every one 
contended who ſhould moſt <nifiangly become 


the. Patron of the Peopl s. 
But thoſe of the Four Hundred that were moſt.op- 
fice to ſuch a Form of Government, and the piin- 
cipal of them, bath Phrynicbus (who had been Ge- 


neral at Samos, and was ever ſince at Difference | 


with 4lcibiades) and 2 a Man that had 


been an Adverſary to tlie People, both in the 


greateſt manner, and for the longeſt time; and 
Piſander and Antipbon, and others of the greateſt 


Power. not only formerly, as ſoon as they entred 
into Authority, and afterward when the State at 


Samos tèvoltèd to the People, ſent Ambaſſadors to 


but much more afterwards, when their Ambaſſa- 
dors were come from — and that they ſaw not 
only the Populars, hut alſo ſome others of their own 


Party, thought truſty before, to be now changed. 
And to Lacedemon they ſent: Aatinbon and Phrynic —_ ur, 
vwith ten others, witli all poſſible Speed, as fearin 
theic Adverſaries' both at home and at Samos, wi 
Commiſſion to make a ney with the Lacedæmoni- 


ant on any tolerable Conditions whatſoever, or 


howſoever, and in this time went on with the 


Building of the Wall in Eerianeia with greater.

For this 
5 Eetheneis is the Peer of the Piræus, cloſe unto which 
is the Mouth of the Haven; and therefore they 
built this Wall, ſo to another Wall, that was built 
- before to the Continent, that a few Men lying 
wichin it, might command the Entrance. - For the 
End of each Wall was brought to the Tower upon 
the very Mouth of the Haven, as well of the old 
Wall towards the Continent, as of the new which 
was built wichin it to the Water. They built alſo 
an open Ground Gallery, an exceeding great 
one, and cloſe to theirnew Wall within Piræus, and 
were Maſters of it, and conſtrained all Men,as well 
to bring thither their Corn, which they had alrea. 
dy come in, as to unload there whatſoever ſhould 
come in afterward, ane to take and fel it from 
thence,” 507 

Theſe things Thernimaies murmured at long be- 
E and when the Ambaſſadors returned to La- 
eellemon, without compounding for them all in ge- 
neral, he gave out, that this Wall would endanger 
the City. For at this very Inſtant there happened 
to be riding on the Coaſt of Laconia forty two Gal · 
lies (amongſt which were ſome of Tarentum, ſome 
of Lori, lome Haliaui, and ſome Sicilia) ſet out 
from i Peloponneſus, at the inſtance of the Eubæant, 
bound for Eabæa, and commanded by Hegeſandridas, 
the Son of Hgeſander, a Spartan. And thele Tbera- 
wenes ſaid were coming, not ſo much towards Eu- 
bea, as towards thoſe thatcfortified in Eetioneis, and 
that if chey were not looked to, they wauld ſur- 
ize the City. Now ſome matter might indeed 
f Sad eced allo fcom- wah 1 were e ſo 
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that it was not a meer Slander. For their principal 
Deſign was to retain the Oligareby, with Dominion 
over their Confederates ; bur if they failed of that, 
yet being Maſters of the Gallies and of the Fortifi- 
cation, to have ſubſiſted free themſelves; if barred 
that, then, rather than to be the only Men to ſuf- 
fer Death under the reſtored Democracy, to let in 


the Enemy, and without either Navy or Fortifica> 


tion to have let what would have become of the 
City, and to have compounded for the Safety of 
nn Prog . Eg as . 
+1 Therefore they went diligently on with the For- 
tification, wherein were Wickets and Entries, and 
Back-ways for the Enemy, and deſired to have it 
finiſhed in time. And though theſe things were 
ſpoken but amongſt a few before, and in ſecrer, 
yet when Phryzichus, after his Return from his La- 
kedæmonian Ambaffage, was by a certain Watchman 
wounded treacheroufly in the Market- place, when 
it was full, as he went from the Council-houſe, and 
not fat from it, fell inſtantly dead, and the Murtherer 
erde and that one of his Complices, an Argive, taken 

y the Four Hundred, and put to the Torture, would 
confeſs no Man of thoſe named to him, nor a 


thing elſe, ſaving this. that many Men uſed to af- 


ſemble at the Houſe of the Captain of the Watch, 
and at other Houſes ; then at length, becauſe this 


| Accident” bred no Alteration, Theramenes and Ari- 


Focrates, and as many other, either of the 400, or 
out of that Number, as were of che ſame Faction, 
proceeded more boldly to aſſault the Government. 
For now alſo the Fleet being come about Laconia, 


and lying upon the Coaſt of Epidaurus, had made 


Incurſions upon e/Egina, - And Theramenes thereup- 


pn alledged, that it was improbable that thoſe Gals» 


lies holding their Courſe for Eubæa, would have 
put in at e£gins, and then have gone back again 
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ſuch Men as he had ever accuſed of the 5 
and that chere fore there was no reaſon any longer 
t ſit ſtill. And in the end, after many ſeditious 
paul: ſaſpicious Speeches, they fell upon the State 


In good earneſt. For the Soldiers that were in 


Piraeus, employed in ſortiſying Eetioneia (amongſt 
whom was alſo Ariſfocrates Captain of a Band of 
Men, and his 
principal Commander of the Soldiers under the 400, 
an eminent Man of the other ſide, and carrying him 
into a Houſe, kept him in hold. As ſoon as the 
News hereof. was, brought unto the: Four Hundred, 
(bo chagced at the ſame time to be ſiting in the 
Council Houſe) they were ready all of them pre- 


and: his Faction. 

He, to purges. himſelk, was "ready. to go ani 
them, and to help to reſcue Alexicles, and takin 
with him one of the Commanders, who was a ny 
of his Faction, went down into Pir eus. To help 
him went alſo Ariftarcbus and certain Horſemen of 
the, younger, ſort. 

. Great and terrible was. the Tump. For in the 
City. they thought: Piræus was already taken, and 
him that was laid in hold, flain. And in. Piræu. 
they expected every Hous the power of the City to 
come upon them. At laſt the ancient Men ſtop- 
ping them that ran up. and down the City to arm 
themſelves, and Thucydides of _Pharſalus, the Cities 
* Hoſt, being then there, going boldly and cloſe 
up to every one he met, and crying out unto them 
not to deſtcoy.. their Country, when che Enemy lay

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with him) ſeized on Alexieh, | 


ſencly to have taken Arm, thrauning Teer 
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a inet, and: held cheie Hande from ſpilling bo 
their own Blood. | Theramenes coming into Pir us, 
for he alſo had Command over the Soldiers, mada 


| a ſhe by his exclaiming, of being angry with them 5 | 


but Arifferchus and thoſe that were of the contrary! 
Side, were extreamly. angry in good eatneſt. Ne- 
yertheleſs, the Soldiers went on with their Bulineſs, 
and repented not a Jot of what they had done 
Then they asked Theramenes,, if he thought this 
Fortification | were made to any good end, and 
whether ic were not better to have it demoliſhed. 
And he anſwered, That if they thought good to 
demoliſh it, he chought the ſame. At which Word 
they preſently got up, both che Soldiers, and alſo 
many others of Pins; and fell 10 digging er 
of the Wall. | 


Now the Poorocurion that they uſed to the Mu 
Mol 


titude, was in theſe Words; | That whoſoever d 

that the Soverei ipnty ſhould be in the 5000. inſtead of the 
400, otght al + to ſer Binſelf to the Work in band. 
For notwithſtanding all this, they thought fir as yet 
to vail the Democracy with the Name of the Five 
Tbouſand, and not to fay plainly, Whoſoeper will bave 
the Sovereignty in the People, leſt the 5000 ſhould have 


been extant indeed, and fo a Man by ſpeaking to 


ſome or other of them, might do hurt to the Buſi- 
nefs, through Ignorance. And for this Cauſe it 
was, that the Fur Hundred would neither let the 
Noe Thouſand be extant, nor yet let it be known 
that they were not. For to make ſo many partis 
cipant of the affairs of State, they thought was a 


direct Democracy, but to have it doubeful, would 


make them afraid of one another. The next Day, 
the Four Hundred, — 7 out of Order, yet met 
together in the Council bouſe, and the Soldiers in 


Fitæu. having enlarged A Alexicles, Whom they had 


before 


before impriſoned, and quite razed the Fortifica, 
tion, came into the Theatre of Bacchus near to 
. Ahjnicbis, and there ſate down with their Arms, and 
preſently according as they had refolved in an Af- 
ſembly then holden, marched into the City, and 
there ſate down again in the Temple of Caſtor and 
Pollux. To this Place came unto them certain Men 
elected by the Fur Hundred, and Man to Man rea. 
ſoned and perſuaded with ſuch as they ſaw to be of 
the mildeſt Temper, both to be quiet themſelves, 
and to reſtrain the reft ; ſaying, That not only 
the 5000 ſhould. be made known who they were, 
but that out of theſe ſuch ſhould be choſen in turns, 
to be of the Fur Hundred, as the Five Thouſand 
ſhould think good; and entreating them by all 
means that they would not in the mean time over- 
throw the City, and force it into the Hand of the 
Enemy. Hereupon the whole Number of the Men 
of Arms, after many Reaſons alledged to many 
Men, grew calmer, and feared:moſt the Loſs of the 
Whole City. And it was agreed betwixt chem, that 
an Aſſembly ſhould be held for making of Accord, 
in the Temple of Bacebus at a Day afligned. 
When they came to the Temple of Bacchus, and 
wanted but a little of a full Aſſembly, came News 
that "Heg-ſandriada: with his 42 Gallics, came from 


Megara, along the Coaſt towards Salamiss And now 


there was not a Soldier but thought it the very 
ſame thing that Theramenes and his Party had before 
told them, That thoſe Gallies were come to the Fortifica« 
tion, and that it was now demoliſhed to good purpoſe. 


But Hegeſandriadas perhaps upon appointment hove - 


red upon the Coaſt of Epidaurus, and thereabouts; 
but it is likely that in reſpect of the Sedition of the 
Atbenians, he ſtaid in thoſe Parts, with hope to take 
hold of ſome good advantage. Howſoever it wo 
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the Atbeniams, 2s ſoon as it was told them, ran pte: | 
ſently with all the Power of the City, down to Pi- 
raus; leſs eſteeming their domeſtick War, than that 


of the Common Enemy, which was not now far 


off, but even in the Haven. And ſome went a- 
board the Gallies that were then ready, ſome 
launched the reſt, and others ran to defend the 
Walls and Mouth of the Haven. 
Bat the Peloponneſian Gallies being now gone by, 
and gotten” about the Promontory of Sunium, caſt 
Anchor between. Thoricus and Praſiæ, and put in 
afterwards at Oropus. The Atbenians with all ſpeed, 
conſtrained to make uſe of tumultuacy. Forces, ſuch 
2s a: City in time of Sedition could afford, and de- 
firous with all haſte to make good their greateſt 
Stake (for Euhzs, ſince they were ſhut out of Arti- 
ca, was all they had) fent a Fleet under the Com- 
mand of Timoebaris to Eretria, . Which arriving 
wich choſe Gallies that were in Eubes, beſore, made 
up the Number of 36 Sail; and they were preſently 
conſtrained to hazard Battle. For . Hegeſandriadas 
brought out his Gallies from Oropus,when he had firſt 
%% ˙·» ele te fs 
Now Orepus is from Eretris about threeſcore Fur» 
longs of Sea. Whereupon. the. Athenians alſo, as the 
Enemy came towards them, began to imbargue, 


ſuppoſing that their Soldiers had been ſome where 


ri the Gallies ; but it fell out that they 


were gone abroad to get their Dinner, not in the 


Market (for by ſet purpoſe of the Ererrians, to the 
end that the Enemy might fall upon the Athenians 
that embarqued ſlowly, before they were ready, and 


foree them to come out and fight, nothing was there 


to be ſold) but in the outmoſt Houſes of the City. 
There was beſide a Sign ſet up at Eretria to give 
them Notice at Oropus at what time to ſer Jorwagh | 
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be | Aibatian; drawn out by this Device, and 
fighting before the Haven of Erarria, made Refi: 
tance nevertheleſs for à while, but afterwards tur. 
ned their Backs and were chaſed aſhore. Such a; 
fled to the City of the Eretrians,” taking it for their 
Friend, were hatidled moſt cruelly, and flaughtered 
by them of the Town; but fach'as got to the Fort 
in Eretria, holden by the Atbeni ant, ſaved themſelyes: 
And ſo did ſo many of their Gallies as got to Ch,.

The Peloponneſian, after they had taken twelve 4. 
then;ian Gallies with the Men, whereof 9 
ſlew, and ſome they took Friſoners, erected a Tro. 
phy; and not long after, havitg cauſed all Eubtz 
to revolt, fave only Oreus (which the Atbeniant held

When the News of that which had happened in 
Enbzs'was brought to Athens, it put the Arbinians 
into the greateft Aﬀoniſhment*thar ever they had 


been in before. For neither did their Loſs in Sei, 


though then thought great, nor any other at an 
time ſo much affright them, as this. For now when 
the Army at Sams; was in Rebellion, when they had 
no more Gallies nor Men to put aboard, when they 
were in Sedition 7 % themſelves; and in con- 
tinual Expectation of falling together by the Ears, 
then in the neck of all, arrived this great Calami- 
ty ; wherein they not only loſt cheir Gallies, but 
alfo, which was worſt of all, Eabæa, by which they 
hat received more Commodity than by Attica. How 
then could they chooſe but be dejected? But moſt 
of all they were. troubled, and that for the Near- 
nefs, wich a Fear, leſt upon this Victory, the Encs 
my ſhould take Courage, and come immediate!

Ariftarchus therefore having treated with theſe 
deceived thoſe in Oense, and told them, that the 
City of Athens had compounded with the Latede- 
w»»onians, and that they were to render up the Place 


to the _ Bzorians, ſor that it was fo conditioned in 
the Agreement. Whereupon believing him, as one 


that had Authority over the Soldiery, and knowing 
nothing becauſe beſieged, upon Security for. the 

Paſs, they gave up the Fort. So the Baotian re- 
ceived Oenoe; ; and. the Oligarchy and Sedition at 4.

About the "Oe time of this Summer, when done.

of the Many. And this was the firſt thing that, af. 
ter ſo many Misfortunes paſt, made the Cicy again 
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in Phaſales, had written to Mindarus the General A 
That che Fleet was not to come at all, and in eve- 
ry thing Tiſ/opbernes abuſed them; ſeeing alſo that 
Fbarnabaxus had ſent for them, and was willing upon 
the coming to him of their Fleet, for his own Part 
alſo, as well as Tifſapbernes, to cauſe the reſt of the 
Cities within his own Province to revolt from the 
fAtheri.ns, Then at length Mindarus hoping for 
Benefit by him, with good Order and ſudden War- 
ning, that the Athenians at Samos might not be 
aware of their ſetting forth, went into the Helle- 
ſſent wich ſeventy three Gallies, beſides ſixteen 
which the ſame Summer were gone into the Helle- 
ſpine before, and had ovei-run part of Cherſoneſus. 
But toſled with the Winds, he was forced to put in 
ac ler, and after he had ſtaid there, thro ill Wea- 
ther, ſome five or fix Days, he arrived at Chios. 
 Throſy/lus having been advertiſed of his Depat- 
ture from Miletus, he alſo puts to Sea at Samos, 
with five and fifty Sail, haſtning to be in the Hells 
ſpont before him. But hearing that he was in Chios, 
and conceiving that he would ſtay there, he ap- 
pointed Spies to lie in Lesbos, and in the Continent 
over againſt it, that the Fleet of the Enemy might 
not remove Without his Knowledge ; and he him- 
ſelf going to Methymna, commanded Proviſion to 
be made of Meal, and other Neceſſaries, intending 


il they ſtaid there long to go from Lesbor, and in- 


vade them in Chios. 

Withal, becauſe Ereſſus was revolted from Le, bos, 
he purpoſed to go thither with his Fleet, if he could, 
to take it in. For the moſt potent of the Ahn 
nean Exiles had gotten into their Society about ſo 
Men of Arms out of Cyme, and hired others out of 
the Continent, and with their whole Number, in 
all three hundred, having for their Leader Anax.

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.archus a Theban, choſen in reſpect of their Deſcer, 
from the Thebans, firſt aſſaulted Methymna, but bear. 
en in the Attempt by the Arbenian Garriſon that 
came againſt them from Mieylene, and again in 2 

Skirmiſh without the City driven quite away, they 

paſſed by the Way of the Mountain to Ereſſus, and 
cauſed it to revolt. Tbraſyllas therefore inteng. 
ed co go thither with his Gallies, and to affault it. 
At his coming, he found Thraſybulus: there alſo be. 
fore him, with five Gallies from. Same: : For he had 
deen advertiſed of the Out-laws coming over; but 
being too late to prevent them, he went to Ereſſus, 
and lay before it at Anchor. Hicher alſo came two 
Gallies of Aaetbhymna, that were going home from 
the Helle ſpont; ſo that they were in all threeſcote 
and ſeven Sail, out of which they made an Army, 
intending with Engines, or any othet way they 
could, to take Ereſſus by Aﬀfaule. 
In the mean time Mindarus and the Peloponneſian 
Fleet that was at Chios, when they had ſpent two 
Days in Viaualling their Gallies, and had received 
of the Chians, three Chian * Teſſaracaſtes a Man, on 
the third Day put ſpeedily off from Chiws.; and 
kept far from the Shore, that they might not fall 
amongſt the Gallies at Ereſſus. And leaving Lesbos on 
the left Hand, went to the Continent Side, and put- 
ting in at a Haven in Craterei, belonging to the Ter- 
ritory of Phocæa, and there dining, paſſed along the 
Territory of Cyme, and came to Arginaſæ in the 
Continent over againſt Mityleve, where they ſup 
ped. From thence they put forth late in the Night, 
"and came to Hermatus, a Place in the Conti- 
nent over againſt AMerbymna, and after Dinner go

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ing a great pace by Lectus, Lariſſa, Hamazitus, 
and other the Towns in thoſe Parts, came before 
Midnight to Rbætium; this now is in Helleſpont.

The Athenians that lay with eighteen Gallies at 
Hu, knew that the Peloponneſians were entring into 
the Helleſpont by the Fires, both thoſe which their 
own Watchmen put up, and by the many which ap- 
reared on the Enemies Shore, and therefore the 
ſame Night, in all haſte, as they were, kept the 
Shore of Cherſoneſus towards Elzus, deſiring to get 
out into the wide Sea, and to decline the Fleet of 
the Enemy; and went out unſeen of thoſe ſixteen 
Gallies that lay at 4bydus (though theſe had Warn- 
ing before from the Fleet of their Friends that came 
on to watch them narrowly that they went not out) 
but in the Morning being in ſight of the Fleet with 
Mindarus, and chaſed by him, they could not all 
eſcape, but the moſt of them got to the Continent, 
and into Lemnos; only four of the hindmoſt were 
taken near Elæa,; whereof the Peloponneſians took 
one with the Men in her that had run her ſelf on 
Ground at the Temple of Proteſilaus, and two other 
without the Men, and ſet fire on a fourth abandon- 
el upon the Shore of Ini. 
After this, they beſieged Elzus the ſame Day

with thoſe Gallies of Alydus which were with them, 


and with the reft, being now altogether fourſcore 
and ſix Sail. But ſeeing it would not yield, they 
went away to Al. #27 

The Athenians who had been deceived by their 
Spies, and nor imagining that the Enemies Fleet 
could have gone by without their Knowledge, and 
atended at Leiſure the Aſſault of Erqſus, when now 
they knew they were gone, immediately left Ereſſus, 
and haſted to the Defence of Helleſpont. By the way 
5 B bb 2 they 
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they took two Gallies, of the Pele ponnefians, thas ha. 
ving ventured into the Main more boldly in ſollow. 


ing the Enemy than the reſt had done, en to 
light upon the Fleet of the Athenians. 


The next Day they came to Elew and ſtaid, and 


thicher from Imbrus came unto them thoſe other 
Gallies that had [eſcaped from the Enemy. Here 
they ſpent five Days in Preparation for a Battle. 
After this, they fought in this manner. The Arhe. 
niam went by the Shore, ordering their Gallies one 
by one, towards Seftus. : The Peloponneſians alſo, when 
they fa w this, brought our their Fleet againſt them 
from Abydus. . 

Being ſure to fight, they a out their Fleen 
in Nath, the Athenians. alongithe Shore of Cberſe- 
neſus, beginning at ſdacus, and reaching as far as 
Arrbianæ, threeſcore and ſix Gallies: And the P. 
loponneſsans from Abjdu: to Dardanus, fourſcore and 


| ſix Gallies. In the right Wing of the Peloponncfean: 


were the Syracuſians, in the other Mindaru, himſelt, 
and thoſe Gallies that were nimbleſt. Amongtit the 
Athenians, Thraſyilus had the left Wing, and Thrah- 
bulus the right, and the reſt of the Commanders 
every one the Place aſſigned him. 

No the Pelopinncſiant laboured to gire tha firlt 
Onſet, and wiih their lefe Wing to over-reach the 
right Wing of the Atbeniant, and keep them from 
going out, and to drive thoſe in the middle to the 
Shore which was near. The Acheniant, who per. 
ceived it, where the Enemy went about to cut off 
their way out, put forth the lame uy that gon, 
did. and out went them. 

The leſt Wing of the e was alſo ok 
ſorward by this time, beyond the Point called

The Peloponnefians therefore charging this middle 
part, both drove their Gallies to the dry Land, 
and being far ſuperiour in Fight, went out after 
them, and aſſaulted them upon the Shore. And to 
help chem, neither was Thra/ybalss able, Who was 
in the right Wing, ſor the Multitude of the Ene- 
mies that preſſed him; nor 75, llus in the left 
Wing, both becauſe he could not ſee what was 
done for the Promontory of Cyno;=/ema, and be- 
cauſe alſo he was kept from it by the Syræcuſfſans 
and others lying upon his Hands; no fewer in num 
ber than themſelves. Till ar laſt the Peloponneſi ans 
bold upon their Victory, chaſing ſome one Gally, 
ſome another, fell into ſome Diſorder, in a part of 
their Ai'my. And then thoſe about Thraſybulas, ha- 
ving obſerved that the oppoſite Gallies ſought now 
no more to go beyond them, turned upon them, 
and fighting, put them preſently to Flight. And 
having alſo cut off from the reſt of the Fleet, ſuch 
Gallies of the Pelopmneſians of chat Part that had the 
Victory, as were ſcattered abroad, ſome they aſ- 


ſaulted, but the greateſt Number they put into 


affright unfoughten. The Syracuſians alſo, whom 
thoſe about Tbraßyllus had already cauſed to ſhrink, 
when they ſaw che reſt fly, fled outright. 2 

This Defeat being given, and the Peloporneſians 
having for the moſt Parc eſcaped, firſt to the River 
Fydius, and afterwards to Abjzdus ; though the Arbe- 
nianz took but few of their Gallies (for the Nar- 
rowneſs of the Helleſpent afforded to the Enemy a 

: | e WY WY ſhore 
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ſhore Retreat) yet the Victory was the moſt ſez. 
ſonable to them that could be. For having till 
this Day ſtood in Fear of the Peloponneſian Navy 
both for the Loſs which they had received by 
little and little, and alſo for the great Loſs in 
Sicily, they now ceaſed either to accuſe them. 
ſelves, or to think highly any longer of the Nayal 
Power of their Enemies. The Gallies they took 
were theſe ; eight of Chios, five of Corinth, of 
Ambracia two, of Leucas, Laconia, Syracuſe, and 
Pellene, one apiece, Of their own they loſt fif. 
teen. | | | 
When they had ſet up a Trophy in the Pro- 
montory of (not- ſema, and taken up the Wrecks, 
and given Truce to the Enemies to fetch away 
the Bodies of their Dead, they preſently ſent a. 
way a Gally with a Meſſenger to carry News of 
the Victory to Athens, The Athenians, upon the 
coming in of this Gally, hearing of their unex- 
pected good Fortune, were encouraged much aſ- 
ter their Loſs in Eubæs, and after their Sedition, 
and conceived that their Eſtate might yet keep 
up, if they plied the Buſineſs couragiouſly. 
The fourth Day after this Battle, the Athenian; 
that were in Sefas, having haſtily prepared their 
Fleet, went to Cyzicus which was revolted ; and 
eſpying as they paſſed by, the eight Gallies come 
from Byzantium, riding under Harpagium and Pri- 
apus, ſet upon them, and having alſo overcome 
thoſe that came to their Aid from the Land, took 
them. Then coming to Cyzicus, being an open 
Town, they brought it again to their own Power, 
and levied a Sum of Money amongſt them. 
The Peloponneſcans in the mean time going from 
Abydus to Elzus, recovered as many of their Gal. 
lies formerly taken, as remained whole. The reſt

Thence 
manning out nine Gallies more, he exacted a 
great Sum of Money of the Halizarnaſſeans, and 
fortified Cos. Being now almoſt Autumn, he re-

The Peloponneſians being now in Helleſpont, the 8 
Antandrians (who are AÆoliant) received into the 


City Men of Arms from 4bydu: by Land through 
Mount Ida, upon Injury that had been done them 
by Arſaces, a Deputy Lieutenant of Tiſſapbernes. 
This Arſaces having feigned n certain War, not 
declared againſt whom, had formerly called out 
the chiefeſt of the Delians (the which in hallowing 
of Delos by the Athenians were turned out, and had 
planced themſelves in Adramittium) to go with him 
to this War. And when under Colour of Amity 
and Confederacy he had drawn them out, he ob- 
ſerved a time when they were at Dinner, and ha- 


ving hemmed chem in with his own Soldiers mur- 


dered them with Darts. And therefore for this 
AR's ſake, fearing leſt he might do ſome unlawful 
Prank againſt them alſo, and for that he had other - 
wiſe done them Injury, they caſt his Garriſon out 
of their Cittadel. E 


Tiſſaphernes hearing of this, (being the Act of the 


Peloponneſi ant, as well as that at Miletus, or that at 
Cnidus ; for in thoſe Cities his Garriſons had alſo 
been caſt out in the ſame manner) and conceiving

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that he was deeply charged to them, and ſearin 
left they ſhould do him ſome other hurt; and with- 
al not enduring that Pharnabazus ſhould receive 
them, and with leſs Time and Coſt ſpeed better 
againſt the Athenians than he had done, re ſolved to 
make a Journey to them in the Helleſpont, both to 
complain of what was done at Anjandrus, and to 
clear himſelf of his Accuſations, the beſt he could, 
as well concerning the Phænician Fleet, as other 
Matters.
